THE ARMY, NAVY, AND PENSIONS. 

The following affecting veterans and con- 
cerning army and navy matters generally are 
found among the buls introduced in Congress 
today: 

By Senator Logan—To merease the efficiency of 
the army of the United States; also to equalize the 
bounty of the soldiers, sailors, and marines of the 
late War for the Union; also to pension prisoners 
of war who were confined in Confederate military 
prisons during the late War; also to regulate Marine 
Hospital appointments. Referred. 

[Senator Logan’s bill to increase the efficiency of 
the army provides for the punishment of offend- 
ers by a summary court to consist of commissioned 
officers second in rank at the post of the offender, 
who shall make a record to the post commander; 
it increases the pay of enlisted men; permits of- 
ficers stationed at military posts, apart from set- 
tlements, with the approval of the department 
commander, to employ one private soldier as 
a servant, provided that the written con- 
sent of such soldier shall first de se- 
cured, and the pay of such soldier 
during the period of employment shall be 
charged against the officer so employing him; that 
Officers serv as Judge Advocates away from 
their stations shall receive a per diem of $2.50; that 
any person who has been ruptured shall be pro- 
vided with a truss; that the Secretary of War may 
enlist 150 instructors for post schools.

videa that non-commissioned officers and privates 
honorably discharged shall receive $8.3344 a month 
for time actually served; that in case of death 
the payment shall be made to the widow or minor 
children; that in ascertaining the bounty all boun- 
ties paid under United States laws shall be de- 
ducted: that no bounty shall he paid to any soldier 
who served as a substitute or who was discharged 
on his own application for other cause than disa- 
bility, unless such discharge was obtained with a 
view to enlistment; that any attorney who shall 
receive from any claimant a sum greater than $10 
for the prosecution of claims shail be liable 
to fine” and imprisonment; that a soldier 
shall not sell or assign his discharge 
paper or assign his bounty. 

Senator Logan’s bill to regulate appointments in 
marine hospital service provides that medical offi- 
cers of that service shall be appointed by the Pres- 
ident and confirmed by the Senate after & success- 
ful examination in medicine, surgery, and hygiene.

By Representative Conger of Iowa—To increase 
the pensions of soldiers who are totally disabled. 
Referred. 

By Representative Matson of Indiana—For the 
appointment of a commission to investigate the 
question of revising the pensioniaws, Referred. 

By Representative Lowry of Indiana—Repeal- 
ting all limitations as to the time within which 
meritorious applications for pensions may be filed. 
Referred. 


Senator Harrison also offered the following 
preamble and resolution in the Senate today 
for which he asked immediate consideration: 


WHEREAS, It is stated in substance in the last 
annual report of the Commissioner of Pensions 
that under the administration of his predecessors, 
or some af them, in that office, other tests than 
those of law were applied to applications for pen- 
sions, and that applicants were required to show, 
in addition to services in the field, submission to 
and support of a party before pensions were 
granted; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Expenditure of 
Public Money are hereby directed to inquire into 
such statements, and to report the facts to the 
Senate; and that said committee are empowered to 
send for persons and papers and to employ & ste- 
nographer. 

On the objection of Mr. Cockrell the resolu- 
tion went over under the rule. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


Senator Beck called up in the Senate today 
the resolution heretofore offered by him di- 
recting the Committee on Finance to inquire 
whether the officials of the United States had 
complied with the laws requiring that the coin 
paid for duties on imported goods should be 
set apart as a special fund and applied to the 
payment of interest on United States bonds, 
etc. Mr. Beck spoke at considerable length 
on his resolution. The laws of the land, be 
said, were equally binding on the highest ex- 
ecutive officer and the humblest citizen, yet 
the laws to which his resolution referred had 
not for many years been complied with dy 
the Treasury officials. No more statesman-like 
message has ever emanated from the Executive 
Mansion, in Mr. Beck’s opinion, than President 
Cleveland's first but he (Mr. Beck) 
did not agree with the position regarding silver. 
Three-fourths of business troubles are from 
the fact that the laws of tne United States were 
not carried out by our executive officers. . Com- 
binations of bankers and bondbolders and 
} their well-paid press were opposed to silver, 
and their present crusade against that metai 
was another evidence of the audacity of the 


Senator Logan’s bill to equalize bounties pro- 


out the silver? The people and their. repre 
sentatives, however, supported silver. No ex- 
ecutive officer should be allowed to disregard 
the law. He would, if he could, take from the 
banks their political power and their influence 
on the currency as shown when they received 
President Hayes veto on & memorabie occa- 
sion. 

Mr. Morrill remarked that Mr. Beck’s speech 
seemed to be a very elaborate assault on the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the President, 
and if the resolution in support of which it 
was delivered should pass the Senate it would 
be equivalentto a vote of a want of confi- 
dence in the President and bis Administration. 
He regretted that the Senator from Kentucky 
should have represented che Secretary of the 
Treasury as little better than a common thief, 
and the President and Secretary together as 
having been bought by the bondholders, but 
as probably no Senator on the left was 
at present prepared to enter into a defense of 
the present Administration he would move a 
reference of the resolution to the Committee 
on Finance. It was so referred.

POSTAL TELEGRAPH SYSTEM. 
The two following bills were introduced to- 
day in the House and Senate, respectively: 


By Senator Cullom—aA bill to provide for the es- 
tablishment of a postal telegraph. 

[It provides for the purchase cf any existing 
lines under the provisions of the act of 1866 at an 
appraised valuation to be ascertained by a com- 
mission of five disinterested persons. The bill 
proposes the purchase of existing lines, when this 
course may be deemed advisable, under certain 
limitations as to the price to be paid. It is ex- 
pressly provided that no line shall be purchased 
until it has been shown to the satisfaction of the 
commission tnat such line has earned enough dur- 
ing the twelve months prior to the passage of the 
act to meet the necessary expenses of its main- 
tenance, construction, and operation. Before any 
hne is purchased the commission is directed to 
ascertain its actual value, which is to be computed 
on the basis of $1,000 for every $50 net annual 
earnings, and it is provided that no line shall be 
purebased at a higher valuation than that ascer- 
tained apon the basis thus prescribed. To pay for 
any lines that are acquired it is proposed that thir- 
ty-year 3 per cent bonds shall be issued, which 
shall not be disposed of at less than par. The re- 
maining provisions of the bill in relation 
to the extension and operation of -ines 
that may be acqutred are similar 
to those contained in Senator Edmunds’ bill, 
and Senator Cullom states that his purpose in pre- 
senting bis measure is that the Post-Office Com- 
mitteé investigating the subject may have both 
methods that have been suggested for the estab- 
lishment of a posta] telegraph system affirmative- 
ly before it fora oOnsideration. The bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Post-Offices and Post- 
Roads, to be considered in connection with the 
bill on the same subject recently introduced by 
Senator Edmunds. |

THE KEILEY CASE. . 
In the Senate Mr. Vest offered the following 
preamble and resolution, and moved their ref- 
erence to wie Committee on Foreign Rela- 


tions: 

-WHEREAS, The correspondence between the 
Governments of the United States and Austria- 
Hungary which has been transmitted to the Senate 
by the President shows that the Hon. Anthony M. 
Kelley of Virginia was, April 29, 1885, appointed 
Minister to Austria-Hungary, that May 9, 1885, the 
Government of the United States was officially 
notified by the Government of Austria-Hungary 
that the position ot a foreign envoy wedded to a 
Jewess by civil marriage would be untenabie and 
even impossible in Vienna, and Aug. 4, 1885, the 
Government of Austria-Hungary declared its de- 
termination not to receive Mr. Keiley as Minister 
from the United States; 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, that the position assumed by this Gov- 
ernment and the principles affirmed in said corre- 
spondence by the Secretary of State meet with our 
unqualified approbation. The Constitution of the 
United States provides that ‘‘no religious test 
shall ever be required as a qualification to any of- 
fice or public trust under the United States,“ and, 
whiist sincerely anxious to maintain friendly re- 
lations with Austria-Hungary and ali other Gov- 
ernments, the people of the United States deny 
the right of any foreign Government to assert 
against any citizen of this country disqualification 
for office by reason of his religious belief or that 
of his family. 

Mr. Vest said: 

The Government of the United States would have 
recognized the right of the Austrian Government 
to object to Mr. Keiley on personal grounds if he 
had been personally objectionable to that Govérn- 
ment. But when the Austrian Government puts 
its objection on the ground that Mr. Kelley’s wife 
entertained certain religious opinions the Govern- 
ment was bound by the provisions of its Constita- 
tion and the traditions and opinions of its people to 
respectfully retuse to admit the justice of such an 
objection. The principle of religious liberty is too 
thoroughly interwoven with our form of Govern- 
ment and too highly prised by the people of the 
United States to permit them to recognize the jus- 
tice of such an objection on the part of anybody. 

Mr. Vest expressed his pleasure that Secre- 
tary Bayard had so properly and energeticaily 
expressed the sense of the American people on 
the subject. He then moved a reference of 
his resolution to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. 

Mr. Plumb thought no question ot religious 
liberty was involved. The point, in his opin- 
ion, was purely a sociaione. These diplomatic 
officials had really no duties to perform except 
social duties. He hoped the committee would 
recommend to the Senate that the whole diplo- 
matic arrangement be abolished. 

The resolution was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. 


DAKOTA’S ADMISSION. 

Delegate Gifford of Dakota introduced a bill 
for the admission of the Territory to the 
Union. The bili basa preamble and twenty- 
six sections. The preamble sets forth che fact 
that the OunstituGonal Convention of Septem- 
ber last formed a Constitution in State Gov- 
ernment and the peopie of the Territory 
ask the admission of that part included in the 
boundaries of the proposed State. It admits 
the State of Dakota into the Union and ratifies 
and confirms the Constitution. It defihes 
the boundary, which includes all that por- 
tion of the Territory south of the forty-sixth 
parallel. It provides for the jurisdicuon 
over the rivers which form part of the com- 
mon boundary between the State of Dakota 
and the other States surrounding it, and pro- 
vides that the Missouri River shall be a com- 
mon highway forever free to the inbabitants 
of Dakota as well as other States. It provides 
that until the next census is taken the State of 
Dakota shall be entitled to two Representatives 
in Congress. It appropriates $100,000 for the 
purpose of paying all expenses of the Consti- 
tutional Convention and the elections held 
therefor, to be paid to the Treasurer of the 
new State upon the reguisition of the Legis- 


lature. 
CUSTOMS INVESTIGATIONS. 
The Senate without debate agreed today to 


a resolution offered by Mr. Hoar authorizing . 


the Finance Committee to investigate the New 
York Custom-House, especially as to the mat- 
ter of undervaluations and reappraisements.

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION, 


A DISTILLERY BLOWN TO SPLINTERS, TWO 


MEN KILLED, AND SEVERAL OTHERS SE- 

RLOUSLY INJURED. 

Dayton, O., Dec, 21.—[Special.|—A terrific 
boiler explosion occurred today at noon at Tre- 
beins, a small place ten miles east of here. One 
of the large Ddoilers in F. C. Trébeins’ distillery 
exploded, scattering the boiler-house over 
much of the surrounding territory and severe- 
ly damaging the distillery and a flouring-mill 
near by. The distillery was in operation, and 
all but four of the employés escaped unin- 
jured. Two of the four—Thomas Gordon, cat- 
tle feeder, and Wayne Potter, engineer—were 
killed, the former instantly. Both men were 
found in front of where the furnace had stood, 
lying one on the other, and evidently had 
been talking together when the expiosien oc- 
curred. Both were terribly scaided and 
bruised by the débris that fell on them. Pot- 
ter lived in agony for three hours and died 
with his family about him. Both men leave 
large families. The injured were Isaac Wolf, 
who was buried with parts of the building into 
the river near the mill, sustaining serious in- 
ternal injuries, while Harvey Tumbling was 
struck over the bead with a flying brick. He 
ig also badly injured.

HORENBERG’S DEATH, 


QUEER TESTIMONY BEFORE THE CORONER— 
WHAT FRACTURED HIS SKULL? 

Herman Horefiberg of No. 321 West Higbt- 
eenth street died at the County Hospital last 
Saturday, and the inquest held yesterday by 
Coroner Hertz developed the. fact that death 
was caused by a fracture of the skull, which 
a witness swore was made by Officer 
Richard Cullen in arresting bim 
Friday night. He was arrested 
at the corner of Eighteenth and Halsted 
streets for alleged disorderly conduct, and 
locked up at the Hinman Street Station, where 
he was allowed to remain all night, despite the 
efforts of his friend John b. Dietrich, who 
swore before the Coroner's inquest that Ho- 
renberg never opened his eyes nor spoke after 
Officer Cullen felled him to the ground. In the 
morning, when the other prisoners were called, 
Horenberg was still insensible. Dr. O'Shea 
was summoned, and said that “the man’s 
actions, the official report reads, would in- 
dicate that he was suffering from some brain 
trouble. He was removed to the County Hos- 
pital, where the physician in charge failed to 
discover the cause of his condition. Dr. 
Bluthardt swore at the inquest that the 
deceased came to his death from the 
fracture in the skull, this being the apparent 
brain trouble which caused him to lie in- 
sensible in the station all nigut, and which the 
physician in charge of the County Hospital 
“failed to discover.“ Horenberg never re- 
covered consciousness from the time Officer 
Cullen struck him. The deceased was a Ger- 
man, 40 years of age, : 

Officer Cullen testified that when Dietrich 
and Horenberg passed bim be laid his finger 
on Horenberg’s shoulder to say that he was 
talking too loud, and Horenberg fell to the 
ground. The inquest was adjourned till 
Wednesday.

STOCKSLAGER’S BRUTALITY TOWARD A SOL-

Under date of Oct. 9 last Assistant-Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office Stockslager 
directed the cancellation of the final entries in 
the case ofa soldier’s widow in Dakota under 
the following circumstances: Her husband bad 
died and she entered upon a section of land. 
to which she was entitled by reason of bis 
services. She built a small house, twelve feet 
square, had thirty acres broken up, and later 
another portion. She lived in this small house 
durmg the severe winter of 1883 and 
part ot that of 1884, and raised 750 
bushels of wheat one season. For four months 
of one year she was absent undergoing a 
surgical operation and treatment for an ub- 
scess in the mouth, but in spite of all obstacles 
she lived through the time required for comply- 
ing with the Homestead law. Stockslager 
doubted the good faith of the claimant.

PERILOUS. NAVIGATION, 


THE TUG INTERNATIONAL IS CROWDED BY 
FLOATING ICE ON A REEF AND I8 NOW IN 
DANGER OF WRECKING. 

COLCHESTER, Ont., Dec. 21.—[Special. |—The 
tug International of Windsor, 
Willams, that went to Pelee Island last Thurs- 
day with supplies for Mr. Pike, the contractor 
‘for dredging the marsh, succeeded in getting 
within one mile ot shore, where they were met 
by people of the island with sleigus and took 
the supplies ashore. When she started back 
for the river and got as far as North Harbor 
she was shoved on the reef by the ice, where 
she now lies in a perilous condition. The Cap- 
tain and crew, Mr. Pike, and the Captain of 
the Grace Amelia, which is-frozenin at Put- 
in-Bay, arrived here with the small boat last 
evening in safety, and were then driven to 
Amherstburg, where they will try to get a 
ferry steamer to go to the tug’s assistance. 

GODERICH, Ont., Dec. 21.—The schooner A. 
C. Maxwell, which went ashore near Goderich 
Dec. 11, still remains where sbe first struck. 
The wrecking expedition, consisting of the tug 
Admiral D. D. Porter with a steam pump, etec., 
came here to release her, but had to return to 
Port Huron, being unable to do anything on 
account of the ice and severe weather. The 
vessel lies easy, and it is expected she will be 
got off next spring without turther damage. 

St. Ignace, Mich., Dec. 21.—|Special.]—The 
Mackinaw Lumber Company bave given up all 
bopes of finding the schooner Orphan Boy, and 
bave ordered the tug Saugatuck to return bere. 
The Captain of the Saugatuck telegraphed 
from Northport this morning: 

Nothing been seen of schooner at Fox's, Hog 
Island, Whisky Island, or Beavers. No wreckage 
or lumber to be found. Vessei could never get to 
Green Bay with the wind northwest. Think she 
will be first heard from on the east shore. She 
passed the head of Beavers the afternoon of the 
4th,at 4p.m. We go south when the weather 
suits. 

What bas become of the schooner is a deeper 
mystery than ever. 


THE IRISH AND GLADSTONE. 


EX-CONGRESSMAN FINERTY DEFINES HIS 
ATTITUDE ON THE MOMENTOUS QUES- 
TIONS NOW AGITATING THE IRISH PRO- 
PLE. 

Car1caao, Dec. 21.— [Editor of The Tribune. | 

In ͤ your editorial on “Irish-Americans and 

Gladstone, published in today’s issue, you 


have the following passage in regard to my al- 
leged attitude on the Irish question: 

It is something to find so ardent a Nationalist as 
John Finerty willing to give up the “‘ seven-centur- 
ied struggle for absolute Irish independence in 
return for the peaceful legal and constitution- 
al’’ grant of an Irish Parliament. Instead of be- 
ing hissed and denounced at Irish gatherings in 
this country, as heretofore, we may hereafter ex- 
pect to find the grand old man's name as heart- 
ily acclaimed as that of Parnell himself. 

If Mr. Gladstone had already performed 
what is promised for him without due autbor- 
ity there might be some reason for what is 
stated in the foregoing qu°%tation. But every- 
thing is based on mere supposition. Is Glad- 
stone willing to concede she fuil measure of 
legisiative independence which Ireland de- 
mands? If be is, andif Ireland is satisfied 
therewith, Isee no good reason why I should 
go farther than Ireland. In principle I have 
ever been, since 1 came to the use of reason, a 
separatist as regards the relation between 


Great Britain and Ireland. I still hold 
to that priocipie. Ireland is as 
distinct in race, aspiradon, and 


tradition from England as Spain or Italy. 
England bas no moral right to bind Ireland by 
her laws or by the bayonets which alone render 
the laws respected in that country. But an 
Irishman may be a separatist without being a 
crank. If James Stephens and Michbae) Davitt 
are content to accept legisiative independence 
as a present settiement of the quarrel between 
the two countries I see no reason why I or any 
other Irishman who took tne oath of the Irish 
Revolutionary Brotherhood on Irish soil 
should be more advanced” than they. Bus 
that is not surrendering a principle. It is sim- 
ply yielding to the plain logic of existing con- 
ditions. I would rather see Ireland an inde- 
pendent republic than a British annex with a 
Parliament of ber own; buat I would 
rather see her legislatively independent than 
manacied as she is. The republic is not now 
within sight, but the Parliament is in plain 
view, whetber Gladstone moves in the matter 
or not. Therefore, I applaud the immediately 
practicable. 

About Mr. Gladstone’s future popularity 
with the Irish-American. peopie I am not so 
sanguive. An Irish patriot. whose name is 
cherished by every man of his race, has called 
us a too easily deluded people.“ Iagree with 
him to a great extent. The Irish mind is ar- 
dent, and. the Irish heart is easily moved to 
gratitude. If Mr. Gladstone should restore to 
Ireland her legislative independence he may 
efface from the memories of Irishmen the dis- 
graceful record of the Speucer- Forster régime 
in Ireland, but net otherwise. In this connec- 
tion, permit me to quote an editorial from the 
Dublin Freeman's Journal—an organ of mod- 
erute Irish opinion—of the 4th inst.; 

We do not deny that Mr. Gladstone has intro- 
duced and passed through the House of Commons 
measures that, with all their defects, were still of 
some benefit to this country. But we say that his 
last Government is enduringly associated in the 
minds of Irishmen with the most brutal opbies- 
sion that Ireland has known within the century. 
The Irish did not cast their votes against Mr. 
Gladstone because he disestablished the church 
and passed the Land act, but because be was the 
head of a Government which savagely tyrannized 
over them in the recent past, and because they did 
not desire to satisfy his wish for such an over- 
whelming majority in the House of Commons as 
would enable bim to govern Ireland in defiance of 
Irish views. If no Liberal has been or will be 
returned trom this country the Liberals have to 
thank themselves and Lord Hartington. The Ul- 
ster Whigs, acting on is advice, were the first to 
declare war on the Nationalists; they were offered 
fairer terms than they deserved, and their answer 
was to persist in acts of hostility. They have been 
crushed like a fly under a siedge- hammer, and they 
merited notaing else. 

I know of nothing that could better express 
my sentiments in regard to Mr. Giadstone than 
the foregoing. Joux F. FingertyY.

Capt. Peter" 
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“Bradstreet’'s” Review of Ite Won- 
derful Increase Within a Very 
Short Period. 


Detailed Reports of the Way the 
System Is Put into Opera- 
tion. 
| — 
Success in Fome Localities and Failure 
in OthersA Powerful 
Weapon. 


Bradstreet s: The frequent appearance of au- 
nouncements in the daily press of boycotting 
manufacturers and dealers throughout the 
United States calis attention to the significance 
and growth of this method of warfare of 
“labor against capital. Boycootting per se 
was enforced against firms or individuals in the 
remote past, and numerous instances may be 
given thereof. It is not until comparatively ro- 
cently, however, that a more complete organi- 
zation has lent ita powerful aid to this particu- 
lar method of warfare. The name, as will be 
readily recalled, is taken from Capt. Boycott, 
an Irish landlord, who was compelied to leave 
Ireland some years ago, eo severely was he 
“let alone” dy his neighbors, his serv- 
ants, the surroundimg tradespeople, and 
others. From that date the increase 
of the use of this means to compel 
surrender to demands has been marked. Its 
growth in the hands of the developing trade 
unſons and organizations in the United States 
bas been prodigious within two years past. 
This excites an interest iu the definition and 
defense of boycotting as understood and prac- 
ticed by representatives of the organized labor 
bodies in this country. The Labor Federation, 
comprising delegates from leading bodies 
throughout the country, which met in Wash- 
ington recently, and which aims te consolidate 
all trades unions under one central authority, 
adopted a resolution “constituting tae Com- 
mittee on Legisiation a board of arbitration 
and boycotting. This gives the practice of 
boycotting by the labor unions the sanction ef 
what aims to be the highest labor tribunal in 
the country. John Swinton’s Paper, New York, 
in its issue of May 11, 1884, defined boycotting 
as follows: 

To boycott a concern simply means to re- 
frain from having anything to do with it. You 
boycott adry-goods firm by refusing to deal 
with it; you boycott a newspaper by ceasing 
to buy it; you boycott a cigarmaker by avoid- 
ing his cigars. Organized boycotting of a con- 
cern is carried out when the trades unions 
unite in refusing to purchase any of its wares 
or to have any dealings with it, and thus at- 
tempt to break down the business of the con- 
cern which is antagonistic to them.“ 

Mr. John Swinton, on being questioned as to 
the principle on which boycotting is based, re- 
plies: It is an ‘eye for an eye’ anda tooth 
for a tooth’—the law as laid down by Moses. 
The employers may say: We will biackilat 
you,’ whereupon the men reply: * We will boy- 
cott you.” That is the whole story.” 

A late number of the New York Boycotter 
says: 

In boycotting we believe it to be legitimate 
to strike a man financially, socially, or polit- 
ically. We believe in hitting him where it will 
hurt the most. We believe in remorselesiy 
crowding bim to the wall. But when he is 
down, instead of striking him we would lift 
him up and stand him once more upon bis 
feet. 

The same journal adds that, in the matter of 
boycotting— ’ 

We believe that the same course should be 
pursued as in the case of strikes. That, too, 
should be the last resort. It is a drastic rem- 
edy, and should only be resorted to when 
milder and gentler means have failed. 80, 
too, we should be careful not to get into the 
habit of indiscriminate boycotting.” 

Yet it bas been found that the number of 
boycotts throughout the United States reported 
to Braadstreet’s since Jan. 1, 1884, shows an in- 
crease of nearly 700 per cent during the cur- 
rent year. 

The purpose of the exhibit made below, in 
which the details, so far as obtainable, are 
given of the boycotting done in this country 
within two years past, is to place before the 
public as fully as possible the facts as to the 
growth and efficiency of this weapon in the 
hands of large and organized bodies. 

The following specially-prepared table con- 
tains a classified list of boycotts within two 
years, showing the grand totais of claimed suc- 
cesses, admitted tailures, and others:

T ris statistical exhibit, compiled from the 
masse of details printed in connection berewith, 
furnishes an intelligent survey of boycotting 
throughout the country within two years, and 
its attained results. It is noticeable that the 
typographical un‘ons have resorted to tne use 
of the boycott in excess of all others. Cigar 
manufacturers and dealers have been boycot- 
ted with the next greatest frequency and with 
the largest proportion of success noted in any 
line, about 42 per cent of all tne boycotts be- 
ing claimed as accomplishing the desired end. 
Hat manufacturers and dealers have been boy- 
cotted with the next greatest frequency, yet 
the success thus tar attained is less striking, 
exceptin individual instances. The boycotts 
of carpet makers and dealers, of ciothing 
manufacturers and dealers, and of the non- 
union nails made in the Ohio Valley, have been 
actively waged. Out of the 119 boycotts in 
the six lines enumerated twenty-nine have 
been successful and sixteen have failed, while 
eighty-five are still on.” 


NEW YORK CITY AND VICINITY. 

One of the earliest cases of boycotting of any 
magnitude in the United States was the action 
taken by the New York Protective Association '’ 
(comprising various trades unions) against the 
Duryea Glen Cove Manufacturing Company some 
five or six years ago. The dispute between the 
company and the employés was over wages and 
bours of labor, and the company decided not to 
employ union men any longer. it was then that 
the several trades organizations resolved to co- 
operate in refusing to buy Duryea's starch, and in 
persuading all others to do the same. The em- 
ployés of the company struck and were discharged. 
The boycott was continued “for about a year,“ 
when the company decided to employ union men 
only on the conditions originally asked. 

Frank Tousey, publisher, New York, was boy- 
cotted by the Typographical Union, owing to his 
having, as alleged, discharged union men and re- 
fused to reinstate them. It was placed Fep. 1. 
1885, and raised March 21, 1885, Mr. Tousey’s busi- 
ness having become seriously embarrassed in the 
meantime. The news agents throughout the coun- 
try coUperated in the boycott, refusing to handle 
Tousey’s publications. The boycotters claim a 
complete victory, as the office now employs union 
men exclusively. 

A boycott was placed on Norman I. Munro, 
publisher, New York, in January, 1884, for having 
discharged 100 anion printers and hiring non- 
union men.“ Within a short time Mr. Munro ac- 
ceeded to the demands of the union. 

In the summer of 1885 Paul Bauer, proprietor of 
a hotel at West Brighton, Coney Island, was 
threatened with boycott for employing foreigners 
as musicians instead of union men. The Inter- 
national Typographical Union was to be enter- 
tained at his botel, but refused to go there unless

tract between the Tribune and the representatives 
of Typographical Union No. 6, agreeing as to rate 
of compensation for composition and the status of 
the office as a union office, bears date Nov. 29, 1883. 
The Typographical Union claims this contract was 
broken by the editor of the paper Dee. 12, 1883, and 
union printers have not been employed dy the 
Tribune since. The boycott of the paper is a result. 
In this the union claim they «are aided largely by

ical Union claim to have succeeded in driving of 


tisement out of the paper for over a year, but that 
it went back again. The boycott against the re- 
maining two named has not been made active yet. 

Straiton & Storm, cigar manufacturers, were boy- 
cotted early in 1884, owing to a dispute with em- 
ployés on the subject of membership in Civarmak- 
ers’ unions. The firm’ ultimately conceded the 
claims asked by the union, but to another organiza- 
tion than that which had the trouble. Work went 
on as usual at the factory. Later, in the present 
year, the offended union secured a Knights of Labor 
boycott in addition to their own. The tirm then 
stopped work and demanded that its employés find 
out the meaning of the Knights of Lebor antagon- 
ism. After a month’s idleness tne Knights of Labor 
met and decided to raise its boycott as due to an 
error,” whereupon the factory resumed work, the 
employés having in the meantime lost $40,000 in 
wages. The local boycott of one of the Cigarmak- 
ers’ unions still remains in force, but does not ap- 
pear to amount to much. 

The fifth Avenue Hotel is being boycotted by 
the Painters’ Progressive Union, owing to its pro- 
prietors having employed non-union painters at 
house-cleaning time last spring. The boycott takes 
the form of waylaying public men and others when 
stopping at the hotel and requesting them to go 
elsewhere at the penalty of being boycotted at the 
polis or in business. Circulars are also sent to par- 
ties known to have stopped at the hotel, request- 
ing them not to do so in the future, reciting the 
painters’ grievances, etc. No result as yet. 

Turn Hall. New York, used by various organiza- 
tions, has recently been boycotted by the Waiters’ 
Union for employing non-union men in that capac- 
ity. The proprietor has agreed to the demands of 
the Waiters’ Union, and the boycott is declared off. 

The Thalia and the Star Theatres, New York, 
conducted by one man, have been boycotted by 
the Cari Sahm Club, a musical protective organi- 
sation, for employing non-union musicians. The 
boycott has been settled dy an agreement not to 
employ any more non-unionists and the payment 
by the boycottee of $400 for costs of boycotting. 

Peter Doelger, brewer, was boycotted early in 
the year for Raving discharged union brewers, by 
whom eight bours’ labor was demanded as a day’s 
work. The Central Labor Union took up the mat- 
ter. The concessions demanded were granted 
about July 1; the discharged men restored, over 
$500 was paid, the cost of the boycott to the boy- 
cotters, and the beer was made regular again. 

Sulzer’s Harlem Park, owing to a difficuity with 
union waiters, was boycotted last summer. As 
that was the busy season the claim made (employ- 
ment of union waiters only) was allowed and the 
boycott withdrawn. It is now stated that the pro- 
prietor and his waiters are as far apart again as 
ever and that a boycott is nominally in force. 

Five of the large Rockaway steamers (one of 
them the Grand Republic) were boycotted early 
this year for employing won painters when 
they were repainted. An agreement was made by 
the owners to hereafter employ union painters 
only, and the boycott was withdrawn. 

Brennan & White, shoe manufacturers, Brook- 
lyn, are being actively boycotted in this city, in 
Brooklyn, and at various points throughout the 
country. The firm runs a non-union shop, and the 
Knights of Labor at all centres are apparently very 
anxious to compel the firm to pay unicn wages and 
to union men. The firm has established a shopin 
New Jersey and are acknowledged by prominent 
Knights of Labor to be doing a large and possibly a 
profitable business, yet there must have been a 
heavy loss. Thefirm maintain a firm resistance 
to all attempts Of the Knights to run their business 
for them, as it is expressed. 

The Brooklyn Watch-Case Company of Brook- 
lyn reduced wages Jan. 1, and 160 men struck. The 
factory was idle all summer. A codperative watch 
factory has been started dy the 160 strikers, and 
they claim to be doing a fair business. The Brook- 
lyn Watch-Case Company is still being boycotted. 

Garry Brothers, dry goods, have been declared 
under boycott by the Central Labor Union, owing 
to their having, as alleged, discharged various 
clerks or others who are or were members of the 
Early-Closing Association. This has been but re- 
centiy begun. 

The New York Herold, the Zeitung, and the Revue 
were declared under boycott by the German Typo- 
graphical Union the 15th inst. for refusing (o dis- 
charge the non-union men in their offices or mak- 
ing them join the urion. 

The boycott on the Auburn Despatch is still on, 
under direction of the Knights of Labor. The 
Syracuse Courter made its office union about a year 
ago, when the boycott previously placed on it was 
removed. It lasted six weeks. Other journals 
against whom a boycott is outstanding, but con- 
cerning which no definit results have been shown, 
are: Utica Herald, Troy Times, Albany Journal, and 
Buffalo Courier. 


NEW ENGLAND STATES. 


Only one or two important instances of boycott- 
ing have originated in the New Engiand States, 
where, however, labor organizations have done all 
they could in codperation with movements started 
elsewhere. The Knights of Labpr are particularly 
strong in the shoe-manufacturing towns of Massa- 
chusetts. The most effectual boycotting has 
been directed against one or two hat-man- 
ufacturers at South Norwalk, Conn., as a con- 
sequence of the great strike last year. In that 
town there are about ten hat-manufacturing — 
cerns, besides two codperative companies recently 
organized by the workmen. Five out of the ten, 
employing three-quarters of the labor of the whole 
number, were involved in the strike against a pro- 
posed price-list, which began Nov. 20 and ended 
April 20. In connection therewith boycotting was 
ordered about Jan. 10, became generally operative 
March I, and was ordered off May 1. so that its ef- 
fects yere felt principally during the two months 
of Ma en and April. It is admitted that the inhi- 
bition jon the purchase of their goods proved very 
disastrous to the firms in question. Three surren- 
dered after loss—viz.: A. Solomons, Coffin, Huri- 
but & Co., and Crofutt Knapp. In the case of the 
other two—Adams Brothers and Brown, McKenna 
& Cottrell—the boycott still continues. One 
of these concerns, represented 
Boston house, sold its goods large- 
ly in New England, and 4 special 
effort was directed against it. Within a short 
time, it ie understood, this agency has been given 
up, leaving the factory without any access to mar- 
ket. The fifth had a New York agent, and has re- 
cently been informed by it that it must hereafter 
run falr or lose the connection. These two 
concerns have done very littie business this year, 
and are now entirely shut down. Meanwhile the 
two cooperative companies have secured a great 
deal of business. Members of the Knights of 
Labor and other organizations are their leading 
customers. This boycott, on the whole, has been 
entirely successfal. 

Two newspapers have been attacked with some 
determination—vis. : the Providence Journa: and the 
Boston Post, About twelve years ago there was a 
strike in the Journai office, in consequence of which 
all compositors subsequentiy employed were re- 
quired to sign a pledge forswearing the local print- 
ers’ union, although membership in the general 
Typographical Union was permitted. This rule has 
been in force until within a month. A few weeks 
ago a committee of Knights of Labor asked the 
Journal to withdraw its prohibition, but were coolly 
received. Shortly afterward the paper and its ad- 
vertisers were boycotted by the order. This move- 
ment, the Journal says, produced no appreciable 
effect whatever upon the circulation of its news- 
papers or its business patronage.’’ The general 
opinion is, however, thatan ‘appreciable effect 
was produced. At all events, the issue was finally 
left to a board of arbitration of five members, two 
from each side, with United States Judge Carpen- 
ter for the outsider, and Nov, 24 an opinion was 
submitted to the effect that the refusal to employ 
union printers injured the union, while the with- 
drawa! of the prohibition could work no injury to 
the Journal Company. Therein the Knights of 
Labor have gained the end which they sought, and 
at the same time the principle of arbitration has 
had a most satisfactory trial. With regard to the 
other case spoken of, it is to be said that the Bos- 
ton Post bas been a non-union office, and an ef- 
fort was made by the Boston Typographical 
Union to boycott it as long ago as 1878. A new 
company has recently taken hold of the paper and 
the office into the union, so that labor or- 
ganiza s generally have this month been re- 
quested by the union to extend such aid, morally 
and financially, to the Post as they may be able to 
render.“ 

A strike is under way in Connecticut against the 
Derby Silver Compony, and, inasmuch as the em- 
ployers refused to treat with the strikers as re- 
quested, the District Executive Committee of the 
Knights of Labor ordered a boycott on tae com- 
pany’s wares last week. Merchants in Ansonia 
and Birmingham were the first to be put under the 
ban, and preparations began at once for making 
the attack general. District 30, Knights of Labor, 
whose headquarters are at Boston, contemplates 
boycottuwte one shoe and one morocco concern in 
Haverhill, Mass., and possibly also a shoe con- 
cern in Hudson. In connection with boycotting 
started in New York, Philadelphia, and elsewhere, 
a eonsiderable number of articies and con-

B. F. Doak’s shoes (Lynn, Mass.) have been 
boycotted, owing to the tirm’s assistants having 
discharged some of the women atitchers,as the 
District Assembly claims, unjustifiably, It is 
through this that Reed, Jones & Co., Columbus, O., 
the Gauss Boot & Shoe Company, 8t. Louis, and 
Huiskamp Brothers, Keokuk, came to be repurted 
boycotted, as their monograms are stamped on the 
soles of Doak’s shoes. B. F. & Ce. were boy- 
cotted in August as an outcome of a long - continued 
strike. The prohibition remained in force about 
two months, and was then entirely relle red. After 
it was applied the name of the concern was changed.

In the fall of 1884, from a refusal of the New 
Haven Morning News to keep the wages of its 
printers at the old standard, a strike followed, and 
the paper was boycotted, with the resuit of ma- 
terially reducing its circulation and diminishing its 
advertisements.

The boycotting against John R. Williams, cigar 
manufacturer, is for paying less than the union 
scale of prices and refusing to use the union label, 
Against W. A. Brintzinhoffer’s Son it is for refusing 
to pay the prices demanded by the Cigarmakers’ 
Union and to use anion labels. Against J. G. Craw- 
ford’s Sons; cigar manufacturers, for like reasons. 
The bakers have organized « union and are using a 
union label on all bread baked in union shops. It 
is Claimed that some bakers are now boycotted, 
and the Early-Closing Association is having some 
stores boycotted tae owners of which do not com- 
ply with a request to close early.

PHILADELPHIA, 


Local Assemblies 2,535 and 3,560 of the Knights 
of Labor issued circulars Dec. 2 boycotting John 
B. Stetson, hats, and the Iron Bridge Hat Associa- 
tion. Cause, employing boys and displacing men. 
There has been no result yet, us the boycott has 
been recently ordered. Thefirm of J. Kaufmann 
& Brothers, retail clothiers and furnishers, of 
Pittsburg. are boycotted here. The Philadelphia 
Stove Manufacturing Company have been under 
boycott for-u year past on account of leaving Phi- 
adelphia, removing to Washington, N. J., and 
operating a “scab” shop. Glaser 4 Frame of 
Reading, Pa., cigar manufacturers, are under boy- 
cott because I. W. Besburg of Philadelphia went 
there recently and Organized their wageworkers 
into the International Cigarmakers’ Union. No 
result. The policy of all trades-unions is to boy- 
cott all dealers who sell goods not having a union 
stamp when a stamp has been adopted. Thus, for 
instance, three of the larger cigar manu- 
facturers have requested the Cigarmakers’ 
Union for permission to use their “ iabel,’’ 
which is refused until these manufacturers 
conform to all conditions demanded—viz. : 
to order, or permit it to be ordered, that all em- 
ployés enter the union, In pursuance of this pol- 
icy the trades-unionists have been advised to 
cease dealing with the following firms, either be- 
cause they advertise in rat newspapers, or be- 
cause they sell goods made in cab shops—that 
is: shops where men are employed who are not 
members of a trades-union: John Wanamaker, 
8. M. Wanamaker & Co., Wanamaker & Brown, 
Times printing bouse, A. C. Yates & Co., Brown- 
ing, King & Co., clothing, Schoil, F. K. Wowrath, 
Straw bridge 4 Clothier, D. Klein & Brother, Chica- 
go Beef, Sharpless Brothers, Dreydoppel's soap, 
George Kelly & Co. 

The following “ special notice to business- men 
appears in a Philadelphia labor journal: Tho 
following papers refuse to pay their hands the scale 
of prices adopted by Typographical Union No, 2, 
and are rat sheets: Press, Item, Daily Herald, 
Dispatch, Mercury, Transcript World. The labor 
organizations of this city have been furnished 
with a list of all non-union sheets, and have re- 
solved to antagonize all business-men who patron- 
ize these papers in any manner. Should you re- 
ceive a copy of the Tocsin with this paragraph 
marked you will know that your name has been re- 
ported at this office as a supporter of one of the 
above papers. A continuance of this will surely 
result in considerable injury to your business 
through workingmen refusing to patronize your 
establishment.“ Another notice in the same jour- 
nal reads: The following bat stores in Philadel- 
phia are selling toul goods manufactured by scab 
labor, and you are requested to boycott them:

Louis, Me.; Kennel Brothers, St. Louis, Mo.; Bean, 
Hughes & Co., Chicago; William H. Chipman, Bos- 
ton, Mass.; Lee Brothers & Co., Baitimore, Md.; 
Benson & Co., Nashville, Tenn.; Rutiedge, Zanes- 
ville, O.; Gotdsmith & Co., Milwaukee, Wis.—are 
included in the boycotting request. 


AT PITTSBURG, PA., AND WHEELING, W. VA. 


In the early part of the year 1885 Messrs. J. Kauf- 
mann & Brothers, extensive retail dealers in cloth- 
ing and furnishing goods, desiring to extend their 
business facilities, contracted for the construction 
of a large and elegant building to be erected on the 
corner of Smithfield street and Fifth avenue, Pitts- 
burg. The labor unions waited on the firm and 
requested that the contract be given out to em- 
ployers who hired union men only. This the firm 
refused to do, accompanying the refusal with lan- 
guage obnoxious to the union men. After the 
foundations of the building had been laid, the con- 
tractor also persisting in bis refusal to employ 
union men, a boycott was instituted about the 
month of May against the firm above mentioned. 
The firm published a card, prominently displayed in 
one of the principal daily newspapers of the vity, 
deciaring that the boycotters were irresponsible 
characters, and other language to that effect. The 
Bricklayers’ and Painters’ Unions, which had insti- 
tuted the boycott, then appealed for indorsement 
to the Trades Assembly of Western Pennsylvania. 
who indorsed the unions and appointed a commit- 
tee te act in conjunction with the Paintera’ and 
Bricklayers’ Unions, and the boycott was pushed 
vigorously. The labor organ poured forth col- 
umns of epithets and arguments against tne firm. 
Dodgers and handbille were circulated setting forth 
reasons why the people should not patronize the 
house. As an illustration of the intensity of feei- 
ing in some parts of the city and tne earnestness of 
purpose on the part of the boycotters it may be 
said that several street-car employés struck und 
refused to run cars bearing the advertisements of 
the boycotted firm after they had opened in their 
new premises. The firm withdrew their banners 
and other advertisements from the street-cars as 
soon as the trouble broke out, and probably avoid- 
ed serious public disturbance by the act. The firm 
has continued its business, completed its building, 
which is an ornament to the city, moved into it, 
and to ali outward appearances is doing fairly 
well. It is not to be doubted, uevertheless, that 
the boycott has been a serious injury to them; it 
could not have well been otherwise. The boycott 
is not ended, but there is a lull in ite energy, owing 
to the fact that negotiations are pending for a set- 
tlement of differences. During the heat of the 
boycott there was someeffort toward boycotting 
newspapers which published advertisements of the 
firm. So far as ascertained this had only a tempo- 
rary effect in Pittsburg. But one of the leading 
daily newspapers of Wheeling, W. Va., which had 
taken a large advertisement of the firm named, 
when called on by the committee of the Trades As- 
sembly of that city with threats of boycotting if 
continued, stated that they had a contract fora 
certain number of insertions and when expired. 
would not renew the contract. The enforcement 
of boycott among the union men in Wheeling is 
much more rigorous than in Pittsburg. Another

TERRE HAUTE, IND. 


In 1884 the Printers’ Union issued circulars set- 
tms forth their grievances against the Gazette 
newspaper here, charging the employment of non- 
union men, and boys, and girls at reduced prices, 
and pledging themselves and urging the general 
public not to patronize the Gazctte in any way. The 
object was to compel the proprietors to employ 
union printers at union prices. No effect is so far 
perceivable. About the first of the year the 
makers’ Union attempted to compel F. J. Biel, 
cigar manufacturer, who had a heavy stock on 
hand. to continue giving them work. The result 
was 4 strike, which is still on. The proprietor con- 
tinued the apprentices, and as his stock becume 
reduced added other non-union men, and his man- 
ufactory is now in full operation. Not a union man 
is employed, and he declares he will never empioy 
one again. Pretty much the same state of affairs 
existed for a time with Charies Weidel, cigar man- 
ufacturer, except that, unlike Biel, he had never 
employed union men. ‘Their efforts to compel him 
to employ such were futile. 


LOUISVILLE, KY. 


The boycott on Hetterman Brothers’ cigars, 
Louisville, was because they refused to pay girls 
union prices. Price 4 Lucas, cooper-shop, agreed 
to the prices asked, but refused to sign a contract. 


DETROIT, MICH. 


Two boycotts were in newspaper offices in De- 
troit. The Free Press and Post strikes were insti- 
tuted by the Typographical Union, owing to non- 
union help being employed. A semi-ofiicial boy- 
cott was ordered, but it has never amounted to 
much, if anything, in either case, and the Post, 
which changed hands recently, has now become a 
union office. Two cigar manufacturing houses. 
Alexander Gordon and James L. Matthews, expe- 
rienced a strike ordered by Cigarmakers’ Union on 
account of acutin prices and the employment of 
non-union labor. A boycott was ordered, but a 
compromise was effected in one case and the other 
flattened out. 

The only instance of any consequence was in 
June last in the case of Pingree & Smith, shoe 
manufacturers here. The strike was a general one 
in all departments of their factory, and resulted in 
all union hands being shut out. Boycott was put 
on, ordered by the Knights of Labor, who, through 
their organ, the weekly Labor Leas, have been dis- 
tributing circulars and dodgers throughout the 
State, Western Ontario, and in Cleveland by the 
10,000. They make the claim that its resuits may 
not be felt much at present, but will be eventually. 
On the other hand, the house in question say that 
while it has had the effect cf shutting out the sale 
of their goods in a number of places in this State, 
that their sales in all have averaged better in 
amount during the last five months than the pre- 
ceding five. 

BURLINGTON, IA. 

The following boycotts have been practiced in 
this city, indorsed by the Knights of Labor, and 
the majority originating with that body, covering 
the record since Jan. 1, 1884 (as reported by a leader 
of the Knights of Labor): 

Against Frank Tousey, publisher, of New York. 
Boycotted here in February, 1885, in conformity 
with instructions from the order in New York. 
Cause, reduction of wages. The result of boycott 
here was that every newsdealer to discon- 
tinue handling Tousey’s publications, and did so 
until Tousey met the demands of the organization 
in New York. Against the Burlington on 
account of the manager ordering a 10 ber cent re- 
duction of wages in the compeosing-room, to take 
etfect March 16, 1885. A committee made unsuc- 
cessful attempts at arbitration, and resisted the 
reduction. The union then ordered the compositors 
to strike. which they did. The Hawkeye secured 
what non-union tabor they could find to take the 
places vacated by the union strikers." A vigorous 
boycott against the Hawkeye was then inaugurated 
by all labor organizations here. A competing daily 
paper was started by the union element and still 
existse—the recognized labor organ. Shortly there- 
after a change occurred in the management of the 
Hawkeye which resuited in its becoming a strictly 
union office and resuming the regular rate of 
union wages for compositors. | 

Against all local cigar manufacturers who em- 
ployed non-nion labor. This boycott, issued in 
June, 1885. resulted in four shops being gained for 
the union before the end of the month, leaving only 
one strictly non-union factory in the city. Against 
Warren, Foller & Co., Eastern stove manufactur- 
ers, boycotted, according to Eastern advices, in 
August, 1885. The only dealer handling the goods 
here declared himself willing to cease selling them, 
Against the Critic, a local weekly, which the union 
printers claim to have boycotted out of existence 
very early in its career on account of its being a 
non-union paper. 

Against William H. Dempsey & Co., leading cigar 
manufacturers here. This house had been employ- 
ing women labor. The union cigarmakers induced 
the women to quit work under a guarantee to pay 


work. The union's agreement with the women, 
which was effected about two months ago, is still 
in force. The manufacturers, on the other hand, 
claim to have another force of women at work now, 
composed of operatives who had previously worked 
in the business, but who had dropped out from 
time to time, and are now content to resume. Fur- 
ther, on the cigar manufacturers’ side, several 
houses interviewed assert that the demands of the 
cigarmakers, under their union rules, have been 
so exacting and unreasonable as to cause that in- 
dastry here to dwindle steadily, and compelling 
manufacturers who formerly employed large forces 
of hands to practically quit manufacturing and buy 
their cigars ready-made in the East. 

Against J. W. Burdette, job printer (formerly 
manager of the Huwkrye). Defies the union. Boy- 
cott issued three months ago. No settlement yet. 

Creston—This town is in southwestern lowa, 
population 7,500. The only instance of boycotting 
has been that directed against 8. A. Brewster, pub- 
fisher Advertiser. in May, 1885—undertaken by Typo- 
graphical Union, because of the employment of 
u non-unionist to the exclusion of a union man. 
The union printers issued a paper, whose object 
was to boycott the Advertiser, andto make their 
plans successful they published a list of the Ad- 
vertiser’s patrons, recommending the withdrawal of 
patronage not only trom Brewster but from his 
patrons as well. This paper was enjoined by 
Brewster. Shortly afterward a new paper, entitled 
the Workingmin's Advocate, a purporting 
to be published by the Knights of Labor of Cres- 
ton, but in reality managed by the authors of the 
first **boycotter.”” It is still published here as a 
weekly, containing a list of Brewster's patrons, 
with the recommendation to boycott them. Brew- 
ster’s advertising patronage seemed to decline se- 
riously for a season, and a few of his patrons 
were probably slightly affected, but he seems now 
to have fully recovered. In fact the boycott is 
deemed now practically at an end. 

Davenport—Tne Davenport cigarmakers have 
formed a union, and resolutions to boycott 
Nicholas Kuhnen, wholesale cigars and tobacco. 
Lower wages than demanded by the unton and in- 
troducing women workers are the principal com- 
plaints. No results as yet. : 

MILWAUKEE, WIS. 

Feb. 6, 1884, the Printers’ Union of Milwaukee 
ordered a strike aginst the Daily W office 
for refusing to pay women compositors (ho had 
been induced to join the anion) the same wages 45 
were paid to men. Feb. 21, 1884, a boycotting sheet 
called the Printers’ Bulletin was issued, and contin- [ 
ued until March, 1885, when officers friendly to the 
Wisconsin were elected, and, pending efforts to ar- 
bitrate the matter, the Bulletin was suspended. 
The effort failed. Soon after the strike was de- 
clareé, boycotting against the paper was in- 
augurated, and continued in force until the

CMA elevators contained last Saturday 
evening 14,404,848 bushels of wheat, 1,073,483 
bushels of corn, 160,548 bushels of oats, 300,- 
345 of rye, and 221,080 bushels of 
barley; total, 16,169,299 bushels of all kinds 
of grain, against 14,608,548 bushels a year 
ago. During the last week our stock in- 
creased 556,382 bushels, including an increase 
of 119,833 bushels of wheat. For the same 
date the Secretary of the Chicago Board of 
Trade states the visible supply of grain in 
the United States and Canada as 58,388,469 
bushels of wheat, 5,215,642 bushels of corn, 
2,440,064 bushels of oats, 749,157 bushels of 
rye, and 2,197,384 bushels of barley. These 
figures are larger than the corresponding 
ones a week ago by 407,813 in wheat and 
710,246 in corn.

REFORM PREACHING AND SPOILS 
GRABBING. 

The paragraph of Mr. Cleveland’s message 
which stands out in bold relief, diselosing the 
most astonishing inconsistency and amount- 
ing even to stultification, is the following: 

Doubts may well be entertained whether our 
Government could survive the strain of a con- 
tinuance of this che spoils] system, which, 
upon every change of Administration, inspires 
an immense army of claimants for office to lay 
siege to the patronage of the Government, en- 

the time of public officers with their 
importunities, spreading abroad the contagion 
of their —— poem a and filling the air with 
the turmoil of their discontent. Civil- 
service reform, enforced by law. came not too 
soon to check the progress of demoralization. 


This from a man who has caused more re- 
movals than were ever made in the same 
length of time by any President who ever sat 
in the White House! Distinguished even be- 
yond Jackson for his determination to seize 
all the spoils, Mr. Cleveland, with marvelous 
complacency, poses as the paragon of reform- 
ers and congratulates the country on the tri- 
umph ot a reform which he has done all in 
his power to nullify and defeat. 

A few days ago the President sent to th 
Senate in one batch the names of 1,200 offi- 
cials removed during the recess to make room 
for Democratic spoilsmen. This of course is 
wholly aside from the 30,000 or 40,000 places 
controlled by the headsmen of the Cabinet; 
it covers only Presidential appointments and 
is merely one batch of the great number of 
removals made by the President himself. 
Not more than 100 of these removals can be 
justified. That number would include all 
the responsible positions in which changes 
may be made by a new Administration with- 
out violating the letter or spirit of civil- 
service reform. The remaining 1,100 repre- 
sent faithful, trained, capable officials hold- 
ing minor positions from which they have 
been dismissed in violation of the very prin- 
ciples of which the President coolly assumes 
to be the guardian and defender. Mr. Cleve- 
land preaches reform while his official ax is 
wet with the biood of worthy and capable 
officials. 

Leaving out of consideration the other un- 
justifiable removals made by the President, 
and viewing only this single batch of 1,200, 
some startling comparisons are suggested. 
The first six Presidents in a period of forty 
years following the organization of the Gov- 
ernment made only seventy-three removals, 
as against 1,200 by Mr. Cleveland in the 
course of nine months, and reported simply 
as one batch. “Washington made nine, John 
Adams nine, Jefferson thirty-nine, Madison 
hve, Monroe nine, and John Quincy Adams 
two. The deluge came under Jackson; but 
in the course of his first year as President 
Old Hickory made only 784—a little over 
half the number reported by Cleveland in 
one batch. Taking the actual number of re- 
movals made by Cleveland, and as a spoils- 
man Jackson is thrown completely in the 
shade. Jackson, however, did not pretend 
to preach civil-service reform in his messages 
to Congress. 

Mr. Cieveland’s Administration is con- 
spicuous mainly for its violation of professed 
principles. It has Inspired an immense 
army of claimants for office to lay siege to 
the patronage of the Government” and en- 
gross the time of public officers with their 
importunities” to such an extent that after 
giving his entire attention to them for over 
eight months the President had to close the 
doors of the White House against the office- 
hunters in order to get an opportunity to 
write his message and expatiate on the prog- 
ress of reform. The facts of the record 
show that of all the Presidents Mr. Cleve- 
land stands alone in preaching reform loudly 
and at the same time practicing spoils-grab- 
bing with a devotion greater even than that 
of Jackson. Reform can come none too soon 
to check the progress of the demoralization 
which has prevailed since the 4th of last 
March. 


IRISH HOME-RULE DEMANDS. 

Probably on the principle on which O’Con- 
nell always acted in his dealings with Brit- 
ish parties—to ask much more than he ex- 
pected to get—some of Mr. Parnell’s lieuten- 
ants are now putting forward schemes of 
home rule for Ireland which they must 
know no British Ministry would dare con- 
cede. Mr. T. P. O'Connor, for instance, is 
reported to have said that the Parnellites 
will claim for Ireland the form of govern- 
ment which Canada enjoys, and that Great 
Britain shall bear the same political relation 
to the neighboring island that it does now to 
the Dominion. 

No British Minister will listen to such a 
proposition, because it would not be sup- 
ported in Britain. Mr. O’Connor might as 
well ask that Ireland be allowed to become 
an independent Kingdom, with Parnell as 
King. Canada is practically independent. 
The slenderest kind of a sentimental and a 
weak sort of political tie binds it to Great 
Britain. The Dominion has its own Legis- 
lature, its own Ministry, its own army. The 
Canadians make their own tariff laws; they 
have their own custom-houses and their own 
mint. Even their monetary and coinage sys- 


tems differ from the British. They reckon . 


as we do in America—by dollars, dimes, and 
cents—not by pounds, shillings, and pence, as 
in England. They have practically the power 
to make their own treaties. They put down 
rebellions within their borders without the 
help of British soldiers, and in their tribuna's 
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justice shall be the creation of an Irish Par 


liament, and that an Irish judiciary shall be 


dian political system in Ireland would be de 
nounced as a traltor to England,” and 
might, if the case were pushed against him 
in the English courts, be convicted on a 
charge of treason. There is not a member 
for an English constituency, unless Mr. T. 
P. O’Connor be considered one, who would 
dare yote in favor of such proposals, The 
English of both parties are probably will- 
ing to concede Ireland a large measure 
of “home rule,” but they are not 
willing to give Ireland independence. 
Irishmen will probably be granted the 
privilege of regulating their own local affairs 
—to legislate on questions such as education, 
public charities, public works, drainage 
schemes, fisheries, harbors, county govern- 
ment, probate, poor laws, municipal affairs, 
and the like; but England is not even yet 
prepared to hand over to the Irish the man- 
agement of the police or any control over 
the courts of justice and the land and rent 
questions. Lord Salisbury put that very 
clearly in the interview published in Tur 
Tripune of Sunday. He said that to give 
an Irish Parliament control over the police 
would be to place the Irish landlords at the 
mercy of the tenants.” Even if landlordism 
were abolished it is doubtful whether En- 
glishmen would be willing to give an Irish 
Legislature police management. They might 
dread that the constabulary would be used as 
the nucleus of an army of independence. It 
was only about 100 years ago that the Irish 
Protestant volunteers from behind shining 
bayonets and threatening cannon menaced 
English dominion in Ireland. 

There seems to be little doubt that Mr. 
Gladstone is disposed to go as far as any En- 
glishman, as far as England will let him, in 
meeting the demands of Ireland; but he will 
not dream of conceding anything within even 
measurable distance of what is claimed by T. 
P. O Connor. Mr. Butt and those who estab- 
lished the Home-Rule party never thought of 
making such demands, and they always in- 
sisted that the Irish representation in the 
Imperial Parliament should be maintained. 
Mr. O’Connor’s scheme contemplates the 
withdrawal of the Irish members from the 
British Commons. Even all the Parnellites 
are not yet prepared for such extreme meas- 
ures, and Justin McCarthy has declared that 
Ireland will be satisfied with such relations 
with Great Britain as exist between one of 
the States and the Union in America. The 
solution of the problem is intensely interest- 


ing. 


THE HYDROPHOBIA PANIC, 

How inevitable is the law that everything 
moves in cycles in this troublesome old world 
of ours is once more shown by the hydro- 
phobia panic. Since the Newark epidemic 
broke out mad-dogs seem to have started up 
everywhere, and hardly a day passes that the 
dispatches do not chronicle their ravages 
among children. The shipment of children 
from that city to M. Pasteur’s theatre of 
operation, where they arrived yesterday, has 
been followed by invoices of other victims 
from several cities in England and Hungary. 
The panic in the East continues to increase, 
and in the West it has broken out in Mil- 
waukee. How soon it will reach Chicago is 
only a question of time. 

Until within a few days past M. Pasteur 
has had the monopoly of the hydrophobia 
remedy, and for some reason best known to 
himself bas taken no steps to impart his 
knowledge to the outside world. It would 
be a very simple thing for bim to send his 
students, who by this time must be well 
versed in the details of the cure and the 
methods of its application, to hospitals in 
London and New York, for instance, where 
they might train physicians in the practice 
of inoculations, and thus save patients the 
time, trouble, and heavy expense incurred in 
a journey to Paris. If such a plan were fol- 
lowed, for instance, in New York, it could be 
easily extended to Chicago, and thus victims 
of the rabies in any part of the Union would 
be within a short and easy distance of treat- 
ment. The new remedy of the Turkish 
bath has not yet been sufficiently tested to 
pronounce it a success, although the results 
thus far secured promise well, The case of 
the man Krebla in Milwaukee is a remarka- 
ble one, and if he entirely recovers, after 
having shown all the premonitory symptoms 
of the disease, it ought to be sufficient war- 
rant for giving the remedy a thorough trial 
not only upon the victims themselves but 
upon the animals when they begin to show 
signs of going mad. 

One of the best remedies for hydrophobia 
in cities is to kill off superfluous dogs. The 
Hartford Courant makes the apt remark that 
with the exception of hunting and watch 
dogs the place for them is under fruit- 
trees two or three feet below the surface of 
the earth.” If fruit-trees are not available, a 
back yard or vacant lot will answer just as 
well. Hunting dogs, as it says, certainly do 
not belong in the street, where there is noth- 
ing to hunt except the unlawful game of 
human calves, and by the same token watch 
dogs ought not to be running round 
where there is nothing to watch 
except small children who can't get 
away from their brutal fangs. As 
to pet animals, such as poodles, pugs, 
spitzes, and shivering terriers, if such offen- 
sive conditions of female happiness must be 
allowed to exist, let them be kept in the par- 
lors, where, with a judicious amount of hand- 


painting and Japanese filigree, they can be 


used as house decorations. A city is not a 
place for dogs in the streets, and yet there is 
not a neighhorhood in Chicago which is not 
infested with curs, mongrels, and all sorts of 
vagrant canines, barking and howling all 
night long, hunting for cats ana fighting over 
garbage, and endangering the lives of people 
all day. It the streets were rid of superflu- 
ous curs, and if people who own valuable but 
vicious dogs would restrain them at least in 
the daytime, there would be little danger 
from hydrophobia and fewer victims for 
M. Pasteur or the Turkish bath. 


THE DELAYED TELEPHONE CASE. 
Secretary Lamar’s long delay in deciding 
the telephone case is difficult to explain. In 
a ruling made by him before the conclu- 
sion of the arguments he said there were 
only two points to be considered—viz.: 
Whether the Government had a right to in- 
stitate a suit to vacate a patent, and, if so, 
whether the evidence presented called for 
such action in regard to the Bell telephone. 
The first point required no argument. From 
the organization ot the Government down to 
the present time it has been a common prac- 
tice for the Attorney-General to institute 
such proceedings and prosecute them un- 
til final decisions were obtained in the Su- 
preme Court. It was lett for the Bell 
Company to claim that when

a patent had been obtamed by fraud the Gov- 
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caused by any doubt as to the power of the 
Government in dealing with a patent ob- 
pag a oe 
respect to the seaond point 
Secretary Lamar the evidence 
showed: (1) That there were frauds and 
grave irregularities in issuing the Bell patent 
in 1876; (2) that Bell never invented a 
speaking telephone, and the one accredited 
to him was invented and used long prior to 
1876; (8) that collusion and unlawful com- 


binations were made in 1878 between the | 


Western Union Telegraph Company and the 
American Bell Telephone Company which 
resulted in the establishment of the Bell 
monopoly; (4) that the early decisions sus- 
taining the validity of the Bell patent were 
obtained in collusive cases by false admissions 
and representations; (5) thatin any event the 
granting of a patent covering the broad art of 
transmitting speech by electricity was un- 
authorized and unlawful. The evidence 
proved prima facie each of these propositions. 

It does not seem possible that Secretary 
Lamar can have any doubts as to the charac- 
ter of the evidence presented to him. On the 
general proposition that the Reis telephone, 
which was invented in 1862, covered the en- 
tire principle of the Bell patent some of the 
leading scientific men in the country gave 
emphatic and convincing evidence. Prof. 
Hastings of the Sheffield Scientific School of 
Yale College said: ‘* The Reis telephone em- 
bodies all the essential features of the sys- 
téms now used, and if it had been generally 
known the exclusive patents which have 
proved so valuable would not have been 
granted.” Prof. Rood of Columbia College 
said: ‘‘In my opinion Reis invented the 
speaking telephone.” Prof. Demotte of De- 
pauw University said: “ Surely no one who 
had ever seen a Reis telephone could there- 
after claim to have invented the system of 
transmission of speech by electric pulsations 
or undulations.” Similar statements were 
made by Prof. Nipher of Washington Uni- 
versity, Prof. Merriman of Rutgers College, 
Prof. Young of Princeton, Prof. Carhart_of 
the Northwestern University, Prof. Waldo 
of Yale, Prot. Anthony of Cornell, and a 
number of others. Such is the character of 
the testimony which stands uncontradicted 
save by the swearing experts in the employ 
of the Bell Telephone Company. 

In the face of such proofs why does Secre- 
tary Lamar hesitate? The monopoly which 
stands impeached by the highest scientific 
evidence in the country holds exclusive con- 
trol of the telephone service and levies ex- 
tortionate charges on the public. It is bound 
by a contract with the Western Union Com- 
pany not to permit its service to be improved 
so that it can come into competition with the 
telegraph, and thus the Bell company drives 
other inventors from the field and charges 
the public monopoly rates while it is pledged 
to prevent any marked improvement in this 
important means of communication. Why 
does Secretary Lamar hesitate to take the 
action demanded by the law, the facts, and 
the public in t? 


THE DISGRACE OF NEW ORLEANS. 

The action of the Governor of Louisiana 
in the cases of the convicted murderers, Ford 
and Murphy, is almost without a parallel in 
the records of criminal justice, or, more 
properly speaking, criminal injustice, in this 
country. As it now stands, these wretches 
in all probability will escape unless an out- 
raged and long-suffering people rise and take 
the execution of the penalty into their own 
hands; and if ever lynch,law is justifiable it 
will be in this case. 

Ford and Murphy were found guilty of 
one of the most cold-blooded murders ever 
committed. ‘There was no question of their 
guilt. They slew their victim in broad day- 
light in a public street of New Orleans, 
and the cowardly act was witnessed by scores 
of people. They had a fair trial, were found 
guilty, and sentenced to be hanged. Their 
sentence was twice reviewed by the Board of 
Pardons, but no reason was found to change 
it. They had political influence, being mem- 
bers of the New Orleans gang, and their 
followers and henchmen, and politicians still 
higher in position and power than them- 
selves, induced the Governor to grant them a 
reprieve. When its limit was about expiring 
they assailed him for another, and that has 
been conceded. Encouraged by their success, 
the gang now coolly propose that there shall 
be a popular election to decide whether the 
murderers shall hang or go free; and aided 
by their henchmen as well as by the influ- 
ence of State and National officials they are 
working upon the Governor to sanction it, 
with full hope that they will succeed because 
they know that he is afraidof them. In 
case this weak Executive should unlawfully 
give his consent to such an extraordinary and 
outrageous proceeding it goes without saying 
that the gang with the election machinery in 
its hands for stuffing ballot-boxes will turn 
the scoundrels loose again by a large manu- 
factured majority. 

Should such a proposition ever be submit- 
ted to the people it would mean the end of 
law in Louisiana, or in every city and town 
of Louisiana where the public sentiment is 
hostile to justice, or where bulldozers and 
ballot-box stuffers are powerful enough to 
control elections. If the verdict of a jury 
cannot be executed without a plebiscite, 
what is the use of having a jury or trial at 
all? Why not decide every lawsuit by popu- 
lar vote? Why incur the expenses of courts 
if their decisions are not binding until in- 
dorsed at the polls? If these apologists for 
crime had petitioned the Governor and Legis- 
lature to abolish all the criminal courts in 
the State, their proposition would have been 
more consistent. As the New Orleans 
Picayune says: Why bave courts, juries, 
or prisons if the principal law-breakers—the 
officeholding element and their relatives and 
retainers—are to be a privileged class, and 
have only to claim the ancient ‘benefit of 
clergy’ to secure immunity ?” 

If the people of New Orleans, who have al- 
ready allowed an outrage upon justice, law, 
and order to be committed, take the step 
which has been proposed to them, and per- 
mit a political gang to override the decrees of 
the law and to license organized assasination, 
they will show that they are not capable of 
self-government and that hoodlum rule has 
taken the place of law. If the laws of the 
State have failed, owing to the failure OF the 
sworn officers of the State to execute them; 
if a privileged class of official scoundrels have 
power enough to force the Governor to yield 
to their wishes, there is but one resource left, 
and that is for the people who make the laws 
and appoint their executors to take the ad- 
ministration of them into theirown hands. If 
matters have come to that point where Louisi- 
ana officials cannot or will not scoun- 
drels, then there is but a step between the 
people and anarchy. Unless they are ready 
to rise and demand that Ford and Murphy 
shall be hanged at once, and, if the Governor 
is afraid to order it, do it themselves, they 
might as well lie down like cravens, give the 
gang license to ruh the city, set aside law 
liteis of no account. They might as well 
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Ie, as stated in some of the London dis- 
patches, some of the British Liberal manu- 
facturers have decided to boycott Irish work- 
ingmen because they voted for the Tories at 
the elections they have determined on a very 
foolish course and one that is likely to be 
profitless. Irishmen in England are obliged 
to do the Hardest kind of hard work. In the 
mills, factories, and shipyards the disagreea- 
ble jobs are turned over to them. Anybody 
who has been in England knows this to be 
the case. Even robust and rugged English- 
men only do such work through sheer neces- 
sity, and then reluctantly. The lrishmen 
earn all they are paid, and they do not putin 
their politics as part of their work. They 
are entitied to their wages and to their polit- 
ical convictions, Besides, if Irish workmen 
are deprived of employment, because they 
voted as Parnell directed, English working- 
men should be deprived by Liberal manufact- 
urers of employment because they voted as 
Lord Salisbury directed in Liverpool, Lon- 
don, and Manchester, and Scotch working- 
men dught to be turned adrift by the Tory 
shipbuilders of the Clyde because they sup- 
ported the Gladstone candidates. Boycotting 
Irish workingmen for political reasons would 
also be far less defensible than the system 
of boycotting against harsh landlords and 
land-grabbers in vogue in Ireland, which 
British newspapers and statesmen 80 vig- 
orously denounce and which British lawyers 
80 vigorously prosecute and British Judges 
so severely punish, Then, again, it might be- 
get retaliation. Alfred Russel Wallace, in 
the work on depression of trade in England, 
referred to in Taz TRIBUNE a few days ago, 
gave as one of the reasons for depression in 
English trade the shrinkage of England’s 
Irish market through emigration and land- 
lord-produced poverty. A boycotting cru- 
sade against Irish workingmen in England 
would inevitably lead to the boycotting of 
English goods by the great mags of the peo- 
ple of Ireland. The Irish market for British 
goods would be practically abolished. ‘The 
Irish, as shown by their course at the elec- 
tions, are ripe for retaliatory measures. Par- 
nell and his lieutenants could in a month ef- 
fect. such an organization in the Sister 
Isle” as would make it unwholesome for an 
Irishman to invest in British goods. The 
English boycotting scheme is therefore fool- 
ish and absurd, England would suffer most 
by putting it into ptactice. 
A Model Almanac,

We take pleasure in heiping to publish to 
the world his invaluable discovery that all 
pianets, comets, and satellites go through a 
reversed change of motion volume distance 
and density at their perihelions and aphelions, 
each orbital revolution; this being effected 
through reciprocating electric currents or 
lines that exist and undulate between the 
planetary bodies, and which currents are used 
to carry on these pianetary changes with;

Tue twenty-eighth annual report of the 
Chicago Relief and Aid Society shows that out 
of 15,312 persons who have applied for help it 
has assisted 6,915, the remainder, over one- 
half, not being deemed worthy of assistance. 
The total receipts for the year are $52,064 and 
disbursements $33,450, leaving the society with 
a surplus of $13,614 with which to enter upon 
the work of another year. Much of the relief 
has been accomplished through the machinery 
of charitable institutions and hospitals. The 
work of discriminating between the deserving 
and undeserving poor has been so successful, 
owing to long experience, that the society now 
claims Chicago has fewer beggars than almost 
any other city. The appeal which the society 
makes for more generous contributions, owing 
to the unusual amount of sickness among the 
poor, is one that ought to be heeded.

STRONG EFFORTS TO RELIEVE THE EN- 

TOMBED MINERS—WILL BOYCOTT SINGER 

SE WING- MACHINES — RAILROAD-GRADERS’ 

STRIKE COMPROMISED. 

Sr. Pav, Minn., Dec. 21.—[Special.})—All is 
quiet at the scene oi the Burlington graders’ 
strike. The place was well guarded by the 
police yesterday, and four mounted officers 
are on duty there today. The sub-contractor 
bas made concessions, and will pay the men 
$1.12% per day and reduce the price of board 


to $3 per week. Under this arrangement near- 


ly all the strikers have returned to work, and 
it is expected that a large force of additional 
men will also be engaged. Everything is now 
barmonious, and no trouble is anticipated. 
ILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 21.—At 1:30 o'clock 
tis afternoon the relief party was still push- 
ing toward the imprisoned men, and have been 
spurred on by a signal they had received which 
indicates that there is life beyond. The tap- 
ping upon an iron air-pipe was heard by the res- 
cuers, and they naturally conclude that there 
are yet good grounds of bope that at least 
some of the men may be rescued alive. It is 
the opinion of some of the best miners that 
they cannot reach the men for some days. 
Others are sanguine enough to expect that 
they will reach the men within the next ten 
hours. ' 

Little change was observable in the condi- 
tion of affairs tonight. The miners at Mor- 
ganton quit work today and joined the reliet 
party at Nanticoke. Forty men have been at 
work on eight-hour shifts at No. 1 slope and 
100 men at the air shuft, being relieved 
every six hours. It is in reaching the im- 
prisoned men by this way that the only hopes 
are entertained of ever saving them. Fifty 
cars of rock and sand are sent out every eight 
buurs from the slope, but the treacherous 
quicksand, mixedjwith culm, keeps pouring in 80 
that it is impossible to form an ideaof the 
vast ness of the work that lies before the relief 
party. The fan is kept running night and day, 
but experienced mine-bosses doubt whether 
there is sufficient power to cause fresh air to 
penetrate the vast obstruction filling the gang- 
way of No. | slope. 

About 9 o’clock tonight the work of the res- 
cuing party was suddenly interrupted by an- 
other fall of sand, rock, and culm. The men 
were working on a steep incline. They 
fied ior their lives, and several of 
them had very narrow escapes. The work 
of digging is for the time bemg suspended. The 
fall did not come from the surtace, but from 
an upper chamber. Three men were caught in 


the fall. Though not badly injured, they 
were extricated with great difficulty. 
The men who were at work are 


now afraid to reénter the mine, and there ap- 
pears to be no possible hope of rescuing the 
imprisoned men alive. It is believed it will 
take seven days to penetrate the mass of earth 
now obstructing the passages. 

At 12:30 o'clock this morning the mine of- 
ficiais at Nanticoke decided to abandon work 
in the air-shaft on account of the cave-in and 
the presence of fire-damp. All attempts to get 
the missing men out alive have now been 
abandoned, but the work through the tunnel 
will be pusbed steadily forward. It will prob- 
abiy be two weeks before the bodies are 
reached. 

_ New Tonk, Dec. 21.—[Special.|—The Ger- 
man employés of the Singer Sewing-Machine 
Company, numbering about 1,200, heid a meet- 
ing at Elizabeth, N. J., this morning to discuss 
the recent shut-down of the works.

.Slogson Defeats Vignaux in the 
First Game of the Billiard 


Tournament. 


The Wizard, Jake Schaefer, Will Con- 
test Tonight with the Loser of 
Last Evening. 


New York Bookmakers Swindled - Paddy 
Killen Knocks Out a Louisville 
Bricklayer. 


The second contest between the three bill- 
jard experts, Vignaux, Schaefer, and Slosson, 
was begun last evening at Central Music-Hall, 
George Slosson and Maurice Vignaux playing 
the opening game. The hall was something 
more than half filled by an appreciative as- 
semblage, the private boxes being occu- 
pied by Judge Gary and family, Mrs. M. Ben- 
singer and family, Mme. Vignaux and friends, 
Mrs. Thomas Foley, Mrs. George F. Slosson 
and friends and others, while upon the stage 
and scattered throughout the parquet and 
dress circle were many well-known amateur 
and professional players and admirers of the 
game. The players made their appearance 
shortly after 7:30 o’clock and were introduced 
to the audience by Mr. Charles J. E. Parker, as 
were also Mr. John Callahan of Milwankee for 
referee and Charley Mathews as marker. 

Vignaux won the lead in the bank 
and chose the black ball. He counted 
prettily from spot, but slipped up in 
his second attempt, on a two-cushion sbot. 
The Frenchman played poorly in the succeed- 
ing nine innings, scoring four goose eggs, 
three small singles, and one double. Sisson, 
on the contrary, played very good billiards 
after the fourth inning, his runs of 20, 30, 54, 
and 24 leaving a broad streak of daylight be- 
tween himself and his opponent in the race, 
the score standing 136 for the white and but 25 
for the black at the end of the ninth inning. 
Vignaux picked up at this point, and in the tenth 
succeeded in shoving up47 more buttons to bis 
credit, while Siosson only went him half as 
many in his half of the inning. The balis lay 
well for the Frenchman as he took up bis rod 
for the eleventh, and be held them where he 
wanted them until he finally took his seat on 
an easy draw, with 93 more to his credit, the 
score now standing, Slosson 159, Vignaux 165. 
From this point on through inning after 
1oning the game dragged slowly along 
neither of the contestants seeming to be even 
in practice form. At the end of the twentieth 
inning the game stood: Vignaux 282, Siosson 
316. In the twenty-sixth inning the French- 
man made a little spurt of 42, and 8.osson fol- 
lowed with 38. Then Vignaux stepped to the 
railand ran 113 before stoppmg for breath, 
the game now standing: Vignaux, 458; Slosson, 
419. Vignaux slowly increased his lead until 
the thirty-seventh inning, when he made a 
spurt and corralled 96 buttons. Slosson fol- 
lowed with a goose egg, and the inning closed 
with the score standing 648 for the Frenchman 
and 527 for Slosson. In the thirty-ninth Vig- 


naux captured 22, and Slosson stepped 
to the table for what proved 
to be the greatest run of the game. 


His position play was characterized by marvel- 
ous precision as to force and distance, and his 
stroke was as perfect as be himself could have 
wished it. Not until 159 buttons had been added 
to bis credit did the champion take his seat 
amidst gonerous applause. The score now 
stood: Slosson, 707; Vignaux, 672. 

Moderate runs and failures to count marked 
the innings up to the forty-seventb, which Vig- 
naux opened witha miss and Slosson closed 
with a run of thirteen, having then but two to 
go against the Frenchman’s seventy-four. 

The big fellow fell down on bis fifteenth at- 
tempt, and his expression was indeed hopeless 
as he saw the balls roll far apart, while Slosson 
stepped to the table for his shot. He made it 
in astyle that won him much applause, but 
slipped up on bis next attempt, and the Frencb- 
man took up his rod with a gleam of hope upon 
his face. Three were all be could take, how- 
ever, and Slosson closed the game with a brill- 
jant open table shot, a hearty cheer signaliz- 
ing his victory. The game was a long one and 
dull at the beginning, but the finish amply re- 
paid those who witnessed it. Foliowing is the 
score:

HOW THE BOOKMAKERS OF NEW YORK WERE 
CLEVERLY OVERCOME. 

New York, Dec. 21.—The pool-sellers in this 
city have been swindled out of $8,000 by a band 
of speculators. Since tne opening of the racing 
season at New Orleaus most of the bookmakers 
here have been doing a very good business, 
Saturday especially good. The betting on the 
third race came in from the track. All of the 
bets had been made and the books were about 
to be closed at No. 48 Chatham street, where 
Goodwin & Co. kept open house. Just before 
the instrument announced the start a young 
man about 24 years old walked into the office, 
and, drawing out a pocketbook, coolly placed 
$25 on Judge Jackson at the odds of 31 to land 
walked out. He stood to win 5750 or lose his 
$25. The resuit came more quickly than was 
expected, and he short horse, Judge Jack- 
son, was the winner. The young man returned 
noncbalantiy drew out $755 and disappeared. 
In all che different offices the same incident 
happened just before the start of the third race. 
Different young men dropped into all the rooms 
and took any odds they could get on Judge 
Jackson. It began to be rumored that there 
had been a deal“ among the telegraph opera- 
tors to play alittle game on the bookmakers, 
and by comparison it was found that the lively 
young men knew that Judge Jackson had won 
when they made their bets. 

The Western Union people deny that any of 
their operators tampered with the wires. They 
piace the blame on the bookmakers. The race 
news, the bookmakers say, came from New 
Orleans by way of Cincinnati. Some one in 
league with the betters in this town bad cut 
the wires between here and Cincinnati. When, 
finsliy, the news came that Judge Jackson had 
won the third race the wire-cutter had what he 
wanted. Just how he contrived, if he himself 
was in the West, to give his friendsin New 
York a private tip by wire to hurry up and bet 
all their wealth on Jackson remains to be 
discovered. The bookmakers will have toswal 
low the unpleasant pill. 


_EILLEN KNOCKS OUT A BRICKLAYER. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 21.—{Special.]}—One 
thousand people went to Liederkranz Hal 
tonight to see the soft-glove fight between 
Patrick Killen, the heavyweight champion of 
the Northwest, and George Gray, an ambitious 
bricklayer of this city, who, baving won two or 
three local coutests, imagined himself a pugi- 
list. He was coached by Tommy Warren, the 
featherweight champion. Tom Chandler 
bandied the Chicago man, and Parson 
Davies came over with Mike Mallory and James 
Connolly to see the fight. The Parson was to 
have acted as master of ceremonies, but received 
a dispatch upon his arrival announcing the 
death of his trother and remained in the back- 
ground for that reason.

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RELIEF AND AID SOCIETY. 


INTERESTING FACTS GLEANED FROM ITS 
ANNUAL REPORT TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 
The Board of Directors of the Chicago Relief 

and Aid Society has presented to the Mayor and 

Common Council its twenty-eichth annual re- 

port, printed copies of which have also been 

distributed. The report covers the twelve 
months preceding Nov. 1, 1885. The report 
shows that the money received from their 
subscriptious has been expended, and the 
directors now ask for subscriptions for 
the present winter's work. In a circular 
accompanying the report they say: ‘We find 
our work materially increased as the winter 
opens; two reasons for this increase are ap- 
parent at this time—viz.: an unusual amount 
of sickness in the families of the poor, anda 
very large increase of the population of our 
city the last year. While the directors are not 
unmindful of the generosity with which our 
appeals were met during the last winter, we 

are obliged to ask those who are able to do 80 

to increase their subscriptions this year for the 

reasons above set forth.” 

The rules adopted by the society require 
every case to be investigated before relief is 
given except in extreme and urgent cases. 
Those who are permanently dependent are not 
regarded as proper objects of the society's 
bounty, which is designed for temporary re- 
lief. To assist families in distress from sick- 
ness or lack of employment; toaid widows who 
are sick or have large families of children; to 
afford temporary relief to the aged and infirm; 
to bury the bodies of poor but worthy people 
when they die; and to aid worthy people 
to leave the city are the main 
objects of the association. There has been in 
the community an impression that the Reliet 
and Aid Society was stili only admunistering 
the fire fund, or what was left of it, and con- 
fined itself entirely to the relief of sufferers by 
the great fire. This impression is wholiy 
erroneous. The society has always contin- 
ued the scope and manner of work for which it 
bad been chartered, and wt ich was greatly en- 
larged by the immense work which it was calied 
upon to do in administering the fire fund. 
The Relief and Aid Society strives to work in 
barmony with the numerous Other charitable 
institutions in the city. I, codperates with the 
hospitals and asylums of all sorts, and has a 
large interest in the Old People’s Homg and 
the orphan and foundling asylums, through 
which it administers a considerable part of its 
relief. 

Various experiments have been tried 
from time to time and abandoned, such 
as the maintenance of district ot- 
fices and depots, the support of an 
Employment Bureau. and the conduct of free 
lodging-bouses. None of these adventures 
were found to be beneficial. Relief could be 
rendered more effectively through existing 
channels. ‘The society does not assist persons 
sent out of the city by ite aid and afterwards 
returning, nor such as arrive in the city ina 
state of pauperism. To recognize those classes 
as entitied to charity would saddle an intolera- 
ble burden upon the city and make it even 
more than now the vortex into which all the 
misery and corruption of the country flow. 

Some of the cases in which relief was ren- 
dered are interesting in illustration of the 
principies upon which the relief is conducted. 
One applicant was a German, with six young 
children, a sick wife, and an invalid mother 70 
years of age. The man was unable to find em- 
ployment. An Irishman with six children, all 
under 14, and all sick with the measies or 
scarlet- fever, was unable to get work. He had 
never asked assistance before and was not 
upon the county books. A German widow 
whose husband lost an arm ju a planing-mill 
and bled to death had-five children, the oldest 
of whom was 12. The woman was in deiicate 
— and none of the children earned any- 
thing. 

Durmg the year the society has issued 1,343 
pair of shoes, 4,926 yards of flannel, 271 
blankets, 4,008 yards of calico, 25 shawls, and 
many other articles of clothing. It has re- 
lieved 1,422 aged, sick, or infirm men with 
families, 4,291 wcmen with families, 831 single 
men and women, and 371 able-bodied men with 
families. Of the families relieved 572 were 
Irish, 528 German, 495 American, 860 Scand- 
inavian, 285 English or Canadian, 120 Scotch, 
93 French, 85 Bohemian, 65 Polish, and 54 
Italian. The families relieved contained an aver- 
age of about five children. That great care is 
manifested in affording relief appears trom the 
number of rejected applications. The total 
number of applications for assistance was 15, 
312, of which 8,397 were disapproved, while 
6,915 were favored. One hundred and one per- 
sons were sent to the bospitais during the year, 
of whom thirty-five were still there at the date 
of the report. | 

The report of the Superintendent, C. G. 
Trusdell, shows the following expenditures: 
Cash to applicants, $21,234; merchandise ac- 
count, $7,517; furniture account, $16; fuel ac- 
count, $619; surgical appliances, $52; sick to 
hospital, $66; interments, $1,083; railroad 
tickets to applicants, $1,039; printing, station- 
ery, and postage, $488; office expenses, repairs, 
etc., $443; fire insurance, $174; pay roll, $5,714; 
total, $38, 450. 

There was $1,333 cash on band Oct. 31, 1884; 
$39,000 was received of the Treasurer during 
the year, making a total of $40,333. The bal- 
ance remaining in the :treasury at the date of 
the report was $1,883. Appended to the re- 
port is a list of subscriptions received during 
the twelvemonth. There is one of $750, two 
of $500, one of $350, sixty-one of $250, and a 
large number of smaller contributions.

The Methodist Ministers Have a 
Lively Discussion Over Certain 
Portions of It, 


Finally Declaring that the Meeting Is 
Not Responsible for Individual 
Opinions. 


Mr. Bland Thinks the Meeting Rather In- 
dorses Mr. Thomas’ Idea of 


Theology. 


There was an exceedingly lively meeting of 
the Methodist ministers yesterday morning, 
the cause of the excitement being the paper 
read two weeks before by the Rev. Mr. Bland 
on the subject of * Amusements,” in which he 
rather assailed Prof. Swing and Dr. Thomas 
and one or two others, and also reflected on the 
character of the theology taught at the Gar- 
rett Biblical Institute at Evanston. The first 
thing done was the regular order of the day. 

The Rev. John Alabaster read a paper on 
“The Relation of the Christian Minister to 
Truth.” All men, he said, might search after 


truth, but the preacher must doso. A slight 
grain of truth was always to be found in great 
errors and a slight error in all great trutas. 
The preacher should not imagine that all truth 
was confined between the lids of the Bibie. 
Then Drs. Patton and Axtel, both graduates 
of the Biblical Institute, offered the following: 
WHEREAS, The Rev. R. W. Biand, in his paper 
before this preachers’ meeting Dec. ¥, asserted 
substantiaily that the theology taught in the Gar- 
rett Biblical Institute tends to confirm universal- 
ism and is, hence, constructively unsound; 
Resolved, That these and some other utterances 
are the personal views of Dr. Bland and do not 
receive the indorsement of this preachers’ meet- 


ing. 

Resolved, That this preachers’ meeting place its 
indorsement upon no paper which it does not 
adopt by special action, A. W. PATTON, 

N. H. AXTEL. 

The exact phraseology of the concluding re- 
marks of Mr. Bland on the occasion referred to 
were: 

We are drift into virtual universalism. 
Our standard of cheology at Evanston Garrett 
Biblical Institute is so lame in its theodicy that 
any student who bas any universalistic pro- 
clivities would be confirmed after embracing 
the teaching there given.“ 

One minister and then another said that the 
papers read charged that the meeting con- 
curred in Mr. Bland's views. 

“Tne papers lie when they say that,” said 
one mivister. 

Mr. Zimmerman objected to the adoption of 
the resolution on the grounds that if any ob- 
jection was felt toward the sentiment such ob- 
jection should bave assumed material shape at 
the time and during the discussion which inva- 
riably follows a paper read before the minis- 
ters. 

The Rev. Dr. Edwards offered the following 
as a substitute: 

Resolved, That we hereby declare what we sup- 
posed the public already knew—that any essay 
read before the preachers’ meeting embodies but 
the opinions of the reader, and not of this body, 
unless formally indorsed. 

Thie was unsatisfactory and the Rev. Mr. 
Bristol submitted the following: 

Resolved, That we disapprove of all 
ties in any paper read in this meeting. 

Resolved, That in papers read in this meeting 
the writer only is responsible for the sentiments 
set forth. 

This was noted down and then Mr. Bristol 
introduced a substitute for all the above: 

Resolved, That we hereby declare that which we 
supposed the public understood—viz.: that the 
Methodist preachers’ meeting is not responsibie for 
the opinions or utterances ot any individual mem- 
ber of it. 

For about an hour a very lively discussion 
concerning the way in which a resolution should 
be worded, which, while not reflecting on Mr. 
Bland, should still explicitly state that the 
meeting, as a meeting, did not necessarily in- 
dorse his views. The Rev. Mr. Caldwell seemed 
to be somewhat afraid of the reporters, and 
wanted the whole subject postponed until the 
following Monday, so that they could see what 
the papers had to say about it, and could then 
act jutelligently. Dr. Edwards’ resolution was 
considered still further, but was objected to 
by Mr. Bristol among others, who thought it 
ambiguous. Dr. Edwards’ reply to this was: 

I am pointing your gun. Idon't want you 
to shoot it off.“ Finally Mr. Bristol's last reso- 
lution was adopted with great unanimity, as 
every body was getting tired of the long and 
unprofitable discussion. When it bad been 
adopted Dr. Patton said. Gentlemen, if you 
will pardon the expression, I am responsible 
for letting loose this bag of wind. I meant no 
discourtesy to Mr. Biand. I only proposed the 
adoption of my resolution for the honor of the 
institute.“ The explanation was accepted and 
Dr. Patton pronounced the benedicuon. 


THE REV. MR. BRISTOL. 

The Rev. F. M. Bristol was found last even- 
ing resting up after the love-feast which oc 
curred during the regular monthly meeting 
held in the morning. Mr. Bristol said: Dr. 
Edwards’ resolution was ambiguous, inasmuch 
as if all papers read before our body were not 
adopted or indorsed the public might think that 
we, as a body, were opposed to such papers, 
whereas we do not indorse any papers whatever. 
We do, however, discuss the papers immedi- 
ately after the reading, and the Bland paper 
on * The Relation of the Church to Amuse- 
ments was at the time discussed by Bishop 
Merrill, Dr. Hatfield, and the Rey. Mr. Jud- 
kins, who overlooked the opinions of the man 
in their interest of the theme, and so the paper 
went by without rebuke. Now, lam Chairman 
of the Business Committee, which gets up a 
program for the year, and we request certain 
men to present papers on particular subjects 


personali- 


upon specified dates, and it is for 
the minister receiving such a request 
to assent or decline as he may 


feel disposed. Thus it was that Mr. Bland 
came to read this paper which has caused so 
much talk, and I am surprised that Dr. Thomas 
should have taken two Sundays to answer it. 

* There were a great many things in the 
Bland paper in which every,one agreed, but he 
certainly overstepped the bounds of propriety 
and good taste by attacking Prof. Swing, Dr. 
Thomas, Mr. Beecber, and Canon Farrar. We 
felt this morning that we ought not to have 
brought the question up before the reporters, 
but I suppose nothing can now add fuel to the 
flames.” 

“What is Mr. Bland’s objection to the Gar- 
rett theology? 

It is more to the theodicy of Dr. Raymond, 
who is Professor of Systematic Theology at 
Evanston. Mr. Bland thinks that Raymond 
does not teach with sufficient force the suffer- 
ings of the damned, and does not make Hell 
hot enough, but rather thinks that it is better 
to be in Heil than not to exist at all. This is 
what Biand meant when he said it leaned to- 
wards Universalism; and if g man was disposed 
that way Raymond’s theories would strengthen 
those tendencies. Virtually Mr. Biand attacked 
the Northwestern Advocate, our organ, which 
gave a very flattering sketch of Dr. Farrar.“ 

„How about Mr. B.and’s ideas on amuse- 
ments“ 

They are the reflex of Paragraph 233 of 
the last dicipline. I cannot agree with Mr. 
Bland when be says with Sam Jones that he

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AN EARLY BLAZE ON JEFFERSON STREET. 

At 5 o’clock yesterday morning & man ail out 
of breath rushed into the chemicalengine 
house corner of Washington and Clinton streets, 
yelled * Fire,“ and ran out again without giv- 
lug any location to the man on watch. The 
apparatus was hooked up, and Marshal 
Murphy, whose quarters are in this house, had 
the men drive out into the street. Here they 
stood for several minutes without the slightest 
idea of where. the fire was. Then the same 
frantic individual yelled at them from the cor- 
ner of Jefferson street, and when they reached 
the corner they saw that the Ewart Building 
at Nos. 11 to 23 Jefferson street, was pretty 
well afire. Marshal Murphy had an alarm 
turned in and a few minutes later a second 
alarm was sounded. The delay during the 
early stages of the fire was costiy, for before 
the apparatus could get well to work it had 
gained great headway. The building is four 
stories and basement in bigbt, of brick, and 
occupied by the Link Beit Machinery Company 
and the Ewart Manufacturing Company, the 
latter having an office on the first floor in 
connection with the Link Belt Company, and a 
small stock stored in the basement. The build- 
ing is owned by W. D. Ewart, who is President 
of the Link Belt Company. and consulting en- 
gineer of the company bearing his name. The 
fire originated in the draughting-room on the 
second floor, but from what cause is un- 
known, as there was no stove there, and the 
last time the watchman visited the room every- 
thing was safe. The steam-heating pipes 
run up one side of the room, but are not near 
any woodwork. The members of the firm say 
they cannot account for the fire starting 
where it did. The contents of the draugbt- 
ing-room, including many valuable designs, 


were burned up, but the light ma- 
chinery on the floor serious 
injury. The third floor was used for manu- 


facturing the light stock of the Link Belt Com- 
pany and the fourth floor for the manufacture 
and storage of the hardwood patterns. Both 
of these floors were burned out and the con- 
tents are nearly a total loss. The beavy ma- 
chinery was all on the first floor and most of 
the compieted stock was in the basement, 
and the damage to »vboth was trfling. 
The office fixtures were ruined by wa- 
ter and portions of the ceiling coming 
down. The losses, as given by a member of 
the firm, are as follows: Office furniture and 
fixtures, $5,000; building, $15,000; stock on 
third floor, $5,000; patterns on fourth floor, 
$15,000 to $25,000. The damage to the ma- 
chinery will not exceed $2,000, and it is fully 
insured. The building is insured for $25,000— 
$2,500 each in the Imperial, Rhode Island, Sun 
of New Orieans, Lancashire, Mechanics’ & 
Traders’, Hartford, American of New York, 
and Connecticut, $3,000 in the City of London, 
and $2,000 in the American Central. 

The Link Beit Company had $61,000 insur- 
ance—§$25,000 on stock, $25,000 on machinery, 
$3,000 on engines and boilers, $6,000 on 
patterns, and $2,000 on fixtures in the 
maincbuilding, in the following companies: 
$5,000 each in the Commercial Union and Ger- 
man American; $3,500 in the Germania of New 
Orleans; and $2,500 each in the Imperial, 
American Central, Mechanics’ & Traders’, Sun 
of New Orleans, American of Philadelphia, 
Guardian of London, Spring Garden. Prescott, 
Security of New Hampsbire, North British & 
Mercantile, National of. Hartford, St. Paul, 
Home ot New York, Howard, National of New 
York, Northern of Eugland, Giens Falls, Cali- 
fornia, and Fire Association of Philadeipbia. 

The contents of the foundry building were 
but slightly damaged, and were insured for 
$3, 750—$1,825 in the Imperial and $962.50 each 
in the City of London and Germania of New 
Orleans. 

A rather singular feature of the fire, which, 
when it js explained, may clear away the mys 
tery surrvunding the origin, is the joss 
by Mr. Ewart of a box containing a 
quantity of silverware. This box or chest was 
kept under a table in the office, and when 
Mr. Ewart arrived at the fire early yesterday 
morning he spoke to Marshal Murphy about 
the box, wondering if it was safe. As soon as 
the fire was out, so that the office could be ex- 
plored, it was found that the flour above 
bad given. way under a heavy load 
of casting. and that when this great 
weight tell it took that portion of 
the office floor where the box and its precious 
contents stood, into the basement. Marshal 
Murphy seta gang.of ‘truckmen at work and 
for two hours they hauled over the débris 
until they reached the basement floor, but the 
box could not be found. There is thought 
to be a possibility that burglars had entered 
the place and either accidentally or purposely 
set fire to the building. It is barely possibie, 
however, that the box and its contents are 
covered by some portions of the ruins which 
were not explored. 

MIGHT HAVE BEEN WORSE. 

At midnight fire broke out in the four-story 
and basement brick structure at the corner of 
Michigan avenue and Adams street, owned by 
the Honoré estate and knowu as the old Pull- 
man Building. The fire was discovered by Po- 
lice-Officer Rooney, who saw the flames through 
the windows in the basement at the corner of 
the alley on Adams street. He turned in 
an alarm and a second was sounded 
later. “The fire was confined between the ceil- 
ing and floor of the ground story. The build- 
ing is occupied by the Butler Company, deal- 
ers in manteis and decorative wares, and 
Crossman & Lee, painters and decorators. 
The former's loss was about $5,000, and the 
latter’s about $2,500, chiefly by water. The 
building was damaged perhaps $3,000. The 
fire started in the rear of the basement, either 
in the furnace-room or in a poruon oc- 
cupied by Crossman & Lee as a paint-shop. 
The Butler Company carried a stock of marble 
and wooden mantels, brass goods, etc., worth 
about $25,000, and have $18,000 or $20,000 in- 
surance, which was placed by Moore & Janes. 
The second and third floors were vacant. The 
fourth floor was occupied by Crossman & 
Lee. They bad molds for plastic work worth 
$2,000, and a small stock of very fine wall- 
paper worth perhaps $2.500, an other stock 
valued at $1,000. It is insured for about 
$3,000, also in the Moore & Janes agency. 
The Butler Company were sufferers by the 
Langham Hotel fire, a wail tumbling on to the 
store, which was next door. Several months 
ago there was a fire in the, basement of their 
present quarters, but it did not cause much 
damage. Mr. Lee said that the building was 
very much out of repair, and the fire might 
have been caused by a steam-pipe. 

OTHER CHICAGO BLAZES. 

While a show-window at the Chicago Clothing 
Company store, Nos. 129-188 Chicago avenue, 
Levy & Michael, proprietors, was being lighted 
at evening some of the goods displayed in the 
window were set afire and a damage of $2,000 
resulted. The loss is covered by insurance.

the Trunk-Line Executive Committee and man- 
of Western roads, beld in New York 
Dec. N. the subject of forming an organiza- 
non of Western roads to carry out the division 
of east-bound traffic at points west of the west- 
ern termini of the trunk lines was consid- 
ered, and it was uaanimously agreed that such 
an organization should be formed and a Com- 
missioner selected by the Western connections 
of the trunk lines to act under said organiza- 
tion for the purpose of establishing and carry- 
ing out the divisions at Western points in ac- 
cordance with the trunk-line contract of Nov. 
6, 1985. It was further agreed that the princi- 
pie of arbſitraton be recognized in all matters 
of difference, and that the necessary measures 
should be taken for the election of an arbi- 
trator or arbitrators. At a conference held 
st the same time and place, at which 
were represented the Lake Shore, Michigan 
Central, Fort Wayne, Pan-Handle, Chicago & 
Grand Trunk, and Baltimore & Ohio, the fol- 
jowing agreement was made between the rep- 
resentatives of these companies, which agree- 
ment they recommend to the consideration of 
the Chicago Committee at a meeting to be held 
at Chicago, Thursday, Jan. 7, 1886; and also 
that at said mecting such further 

action shall be taken as may be deemed neces- 
gary to carry Out the agreement: . 

That the contract of June 24, 1884, for the 
division of east-bound dead freight, dressed 
beef, and live-stock traffic from Chicago be put 
in force again Jan. 1, 1886, and that the per- 
eentages last in force be temporarily continued 
in effect from that date until new percentages 
can be determined by agreement or arbitration, 
which pew percentages shall date from Jan. 1. 
7886; that the balances which may have ac- 
erued April 30, 1885, shall be settled in accord- 
ance with the decision of the Commissioner 
under contract of June 24, 1884. The Grand 
Trunk Railway, in assenting to temporary 
settiements for sixty days upon the basis of 
old percentages, expressly states and deciares 
guch percentages to be unjust and inequitable, 
and its agreement for the time being 
is simply for harmony in rates until 
the percentages are fixed for the 
future; and that it is not in any way to be 
prejudiced by this assent before the Commis- 
sioner or Arbitrator; nor is their assent to be 
used by way of testimony or argument before

either. 

In view of the action taken, as above stated, 
it was considered desirabie that similar action 
be taken by the companies interested in the 
divisions of traffic at other Western points, and 
that they codperate with the companies repre- 
sented at this conference in the establishment 
of a Western organization for the purpose of 
forming and carrying out divisions of trafilic at 
Western points in accordance with the trunk- 
line contract Nov. 6, 1885. 

The Chieago committee will probably flad no 
great difficuity in ratifying the above agree 
ment at iis meeting in this city Jan. 7, 1886, 
but whether it can be carried out is another 
question. All the Chicago east-bound roads, 
with the exception of the Chicago & Atlantic, 
assented to the above agreement made at the 
New York meeting, and the Chicago & Atlantic 
being dependent upon the regular Eastern 
trunk lines for an outlet to the seaboard will 
not be able to make muvhtrouble. But never- 
theless the chances for pooling business from 
Chicago east and maintaining fuli tariff rates 
are rather slim so long as there is not a similar 

from ail the other Western points east of 
Misissippi River. Thus far no inclination 
bas been shown by any of the roads 
from points west and southwest of Chicago to 
adopt an east-bound pooling agreement. Some 
of the latter roads emphatically decline to 
enter into any such agreement as the one pro- 
posed by the trunk lines. Witu a pool firmly 
established from Chicago and not from other 
competing Western points, the diversion of 
business from Chicago would be greater than 
itnow is. The roads coming to Chicago from 
the West cannot afford to aid the Eastern 
trunk lines in diverting business from Chicago 
and force by way of Peoria, St. Louis, Indian- 
apolis, etc. It seems to be the particular 
desire of the trunk lines to prevent business 
from going to or via Chicago evidently because, 
if coming to this city, it micht be stored in the 
elevators and kept there until the opening of 
navigation, and for this reason they are trying 
to give the routes going around Chicago an 

advantage. 
THE CHICAGO EAST-BOUND PASSENGER COM - 

MITTEE IN HOT WATER. 


Ata meeting of the Chicago Committee of 
Bast-Bound Passenger Traffic held yesterday

They were ac- 
cused of bad faitu in thus violating an agree- 
Ment, and the opinion was expressed that un- 
der such circumstances there was no further 
Use in trying to carry out any more agree 
ments regarding the regulation of east-bound 

r traffic. The representative of the 
Ivania stated chat Mr. Ford’s letter to 
the Genera] Passenger Agents of the Western 
roads had been misconstrued; that it did not 
State that the Pennsylvania would aliow 
Western roads to use a $17 basing rate 
orér the Pennsylvania lines, but simply 
salad that it went into the agreement 
reluctantly, and that it would use its influence 
to bave the action making the basing rate $20 
from points west of Chicago rescinded. The 
Grand Trunk representative said that the letter 
of Mr. Ford of the Pennsyivania was a bid for 
the patronage of the Western roads, and vir 
tualiy a violation of the agreement. His road 
Went into the agreement reluctantly, and only 
joined in the interests of harmony and peace. 
But when it found that other roads did not 
Mean to stand faithfully to the agree- 
Meat it could see nu good reason 
Why it should longer stand by the 
Arrangement and allow a competing line to 
Steal its thunder. The conclusion was arrived 
at that under existing circumstances there was 
nO further use trying to have a $20 basing rate 
adopted by the Western roads, and all existing 
Agreements were declared off and notice was 
given by the Michigan Central and other roads 
they would not attend any more meetings 
of the Chicago East-Bound Passenger Com mit- 
tes until ail roads join in making an iron-ciad 
agreement, with a penalty clause, requiring 
roads which violate the agreement to pay a 
heavy fine.

For thirteen hours the 
freight-trains of the East Tennessee were 
blocked here by the action of the Georgia Pa- 
cific. Between Atlanta and Austeli there is 
a stretch of seventeen miles, the track being 
part of the main stem of the Georgia Pacific, 
but under agreement used by the East Tennes- 
see Road. It was on this part of the road that 
the terrible wreck of one week ago, in which 
tweive lives were lost, occurred. As soon as 
that accident took © the authorities of 
each road began shifting the responsibilty 
there for on the other. In the Coroner's in- 
Vestiwation the conflict between the roads 
manifested itself in various ways. Since that 
time the feeling has wo worse. At 11 
O clock last night as the East Tennessee freight- 
train approached the seventeen-mile section it 
found its way blocked by the Georgia Pacific 
officials. The Georgia Pacific people stood 
firm before the belligerent onsiaughts of the 
chagrined East Tennessee folks. They

When the north-bound East Tennessee 
mail-train arrived it was halted and the offer 
made by the Georgia Pacific to baul the mail- 
ear in their own train over the disputed seven- 
teen miles.

EXHIBIT. 

New York, Dec.-21.—[Specia).|—-The annual 
financial statement of the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad Company was issued 
today. The cost of the road and equipment 
up to the present date is stated at $146,- 
074,835. The gross amount of earnings dur

TWO LIVES SACRIFICED. 


IGNORANCE AND SUPERSTITION RESPONSI- 
BLE FOR THE DEATH OF AN OLD COUPLE 
AT INDIANAPOLIS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec, 21.—[Special. |— 
The lives of two venerable people were sacri- 
ficed to ignorance and superstition last Friday 
night at their residence, No. 134 Eddy street. 
The victims were Samuel Steinberg and wife, 
Polish Jews, each about 80 years of age. They 
retired in a room heated by a coal-stove, the 
pipe of which was unjointed, permitting the 
noisome vapors to fill the room and asphyxiate 
the unconscious couple. Their condition was 
discovered early in the morning by a son, who 
had the presence of mind to throw open the 
doors and windows before he himself faint- 
ed from the effect of the gas. The 
old man was quite dead when discovered, and 
Mrs. Steinberg nearly 60. She has not recov- 
ered, and there is no hope that ske will live. 
The undertaker reports as his understanding 
that the condition of the stovepipe was discov- 
ered before the family retired for thy night, 
but as Friday was a holy day with them, their 
religious belief compelling them to refrain 
from manual labor, it was suffered to remain 


undisturbed, It is likely, also, that 
the deadly, poisonous nature of the 
escaping gas was unknown to them. 


No report of tne case was made to the 
bealth office until this morning, although the 
body of the old man was yesterday buried fn 
the Refugee Cemetery, according to the primi- 
tive ideas of the sect of which Steinberg was 
a member, being simply wrapped in a sheet 
and laid on tne bare ground at the bottom of 
the grave, with boards on either side and over, 
80 as to protect the remains from the earth in 
filling the grave. The health officers say they 
will prosecute the undertaker and physician in 
the case.

A peculiar and interesting occurrence, in- 


tel for fraud and conspiracy in Judge Shepard's 
court yesterday. The opening statements had 
been made by counsel—Mr. Longnecker for 
the State and Mr. Dikeman for the defense— 
and the principal witness, Eugene E. Prussing, 
was cailed. Mr. Prussing is the agent for the 
Illinois Trust & Savings Bank, and the alleged 
fraudulent transaction was done through him, 
and the State relied upon him to prove ita case 
against Hertel. Mr. Dikeman asked Prussing 
to be sworn as to his competency.

Prussing—No, sir. 

His answers to Mr. Dikeman’s questions cre- 
ated instant astonishment and consternation. 
The counsel for the defense read the statute 
upon the subject and various rulings. Mr. 
Longenecker asked that Prussing be allowed to 
take the oath, and afterwards requested that 
he be allowed to take the form of affirmation 
prescribed for those who have conscientious 
scruples against taxing an oath. But as the 
affirmation contains the words, I solemnly af- 
firm by the ever-living God——,,"’ Judge Shepard 
would not permit it, and took the matter under 
advisement until this morning. Prussing 
sat in the witness chair during the long con- 
troversy, smiling cynicaliy and apparently en- 
joying it.

Hertel, went to Mr. Prussing Sept. 15 last with 
one Herman Zimmerman, who has since eluded 
tne arm of the law. Hertel wanted to borrow 
$3,000 from the Illinois Trust & Savings Bank 
on a certain piece of property. He gave Pruss- 
ing the number of the lot and took him to see 
the property. The place shown Pruss- 
ing was a three-story brick building, which 
really belonged to Hertel, but was very beavily 
mortgaged, and, it is charged, was not the 
number of the lot given Prussing, the latter 
having no building whatever upon it. Pruss- 
ing approved the loan and Hertei received the 
money, and asbort time. afterwards the al- 
leged deception was discovered. No case of it 
can be made by the state, however, without 
Prussing’s evidence.

THE HOLIDAY RUSH. 
QUITE AS GREAT AT THE POST-OFFICE AS 
ANYWHERE ELSE. 

It would not have been surprising if the 
hinges on the numerous doors of the Post- 
Office had voiced their complaints and turned a 
little rusty yesterday, so often were they called 
upon to obey their functions. More people 
played push and pull yesterday than any one 
day in the year, and the storm, intermediate, 
and inner doors were kept flapping from 8 a. 
m. to 5 p. m. with a reguiarity that wouid have 
pleased a drill sergeant. Long men, short 
men, spare men, and pussy little fellows el- 
bowed each other as they formed lines to gradu- 
ally work up to the money-order and registration 
windows, behind which the clerks looked tired 
and ready for bed. Women of the beau-monde 
and of the demi-monde carried in packages 
and entered into negotiations with the repre- 
sentatives of Uncie Sam to carry their wares 
to loved ones in distant cities or States. Work- 
ing girls and servants found time at mid-day 
to run down to tHe great granit pile and deposit 
their emblems of regard and affection to 
parents many miles away, and the ubiquitous, 
dirty-nosed, mud-splashing boy who dodges 
between the legs of his elders and runs down 
quiet old women was there in full force drop- 
ping in his Christmas token. Rich and poor, 
intellectual and silly, are patrons of the mails, 
and tue question of what sort of matter goes 
through is best and easiest answered by a list 
of those things which do not, simply because 
prohibited by law. Small packages, 
boxes, bundles, and large Christmas cards 
were all day long deposited at window No. 10, 
where a young man who grew very feebie to- 
wards the approach of evening received them 
with more or less grace, according to the ap- 
pearance of the depositor. Larger packages 
which came under the head of merchandise 
were deposited in the basement and at a chute 
placed in the Clark street corridor for the pur- 
pose. Many of the Christmas boxes” as- 
sumed the form of money-orders, and upon 
this subject the reporter learned that at the 
foreign money-Order department over 920.000 
in one week, just closed, had been sent to rel- 
atives in Europe by 1,846 persons in sums of 
an average of over $10. 

“How can you tell an intended Christmas 
gift from a regular transmission?“ 

dave been at this window for thirteen 
years, and 1 know the people who buy foreign 
orders by this time. We have a few purchasers 
who are regular customers, but I recognized 
last week hundreds of faces which only peer 
into this window once a year.“ 

Mr. Marr of the registry department said: 
“Our registered package business has in- 
creased 35 per cent within the last week and 
all kinds of presents are being mailed. You 
see there is no limit as to size or shape, but we 
draw the line at four pounds weight, which we 
transport at one cent an ounce, cheaper in long 
distances than the express companies. We 
have bad all kinds of toys brought in, includ- 
ing boys’ sleighs, wagons, rocking-borses, and 
great drums, but dry-goods, boots, and shoes 
have made up many presents this year. 

Capt. McGrath said: Our holiday mail is 50 
per cent heavier than our regular mail, and all 
mails ure heavier in winter than in summer.“ 


A YOUNG KLEPTOMANIAC. 
THE TROUBLE AN 11-YEAR-OLD GIRL Is 
CAUSING HER PARENTS. 

Helen Machowitz, a pretty, bright-eyed Ger- 
man girl 11 years old, is locked up at the Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Station on the complaint 
of her parents, who live at No. 46 Wieland 
street. Machowitz is a baker, and is known as 
an honest and industrious man, and Helen is 
the only child. He and his young wife came 
into the police station yesterday afternoon

What has trans- 
pired in the jury-room in discussing the affairs 
of loca! administration cannot be ascertained, 
although it is tolerably well understood amoung 
the reporters about the Criminal Court build- 
ing that as soon as the regular order of jail 
cases is disposed of the grand jury or a com- 
mittee of five or seven of that body will bring 
up some matters that will create a stir in some 
of the county and city offices. The grand jury 
was in session somewbat longer than usual 
yesterday, and from some loud talk that was 
indulged in it is safe to assert that 
some measure outside of the regular line 
of business was being considered iu red hot 
fashion. There was a committee of some sort 
appointed that didn’t give entire satisfaction, 
for just as soon as the motion to adjourn wae 
carried the door was opened and a police 
lieutenant and a reporter got into the star- 
chamber just in time to hear an intellectual- 
looking but excited member, wearing gold- 
rimmed spectacies, exclaim: Confound 
this outside investigation business! I think 
we'd better get through with these jail cases 
before we meddle with things that don't con- 
cern us.“ 

After the adjournment of the jury three of 
the members were standing near the lunch- 
counter in the lower hall of the Court-House, 
when one of them observed: Say, who are on 
that committee, anyhow? That measure was 
put through pretty quick.”

SUBURBAN. 
HYDE PARK. 

The Village Board of Trustees met last 
evening. An ordinance creating a special 
drainage district at Woodlawn Park and pro- 
viding for the drainage of the district by 
special assessment on the 758 acres benefited 
was adopted. The general provisions of the 
ordinance have been already published in Tar 
_TRIBUNE. The cost is estimated as follows: 
Main sewer, $44,000; land, $2,600; building, 
$10,000; pumping machinery, $380,000; iron 
piping, $23,000; collection of assessment, 
$2,400; incidentals, $4,000; total, $116,000. An 
ordinance was passed granting permission 
to the Calumet & Chicago Canal & Doek Com- 
pany to lay a system of switch tracks from the 
Baltimore & Ohio Road on the east side 
of the Calumet River between che Bait. 
more & Ohio and Lake Michigan. The 


tracks are to be located on land owned by the 


dock company and will afford easy access to 
its dockage along the river. The Western 
Electric Company asked permission to erect 
poles and run-wires at South Chicago for light- 
ing purposes. The company proposes to get 
power from one of the planing-mills and sup- 
ply customers with light at the same cost as 
though kerosene were used. 

The sum of $1,142 was reported to have been 
reveived from the County Board as its share of 
road repairs. The Health Officer reported 
eighty-three births, seventy-tour deaths, and 
tweaty-three case* of contagious diseases in 
November. The receipts of the Controller's 
office for the week were $2,412 and of the Water 
office $890. 

In accordance with a resolution offered at 
the last meeting by Cowles, the attorney pre- 
ported on the degree of control that might be 
exercised by the village over the management 
of the Chicago City Railway Company’s dummy 
line on Cottage Grove avenue and Fifty-fifth 
street. It appearing that under the provisions 
of the franchise the village could insist upon 
the use of the proper appliances for the pro- 
tection of human life, Trustee Cowles stated 
that he would introduce an ordinance on the 
subject at the next meeting. A resolution to 
increase the Clerk’s bond from $1,000 to $20,000 
was offered by Howard and lost by a vote of 
4 t0 2. 

CALUMET. 

There was a large number of spectators pres- 
ent at the meeting of the Board of Auditors 
held yesterday at the town-hall. They came 
to see just how the Highway Commissioners 
explained the discrepancy discovered by a 
committee of investigation appointed by the 
board. The committee reported that precisely 
640 yards of grading had been done on Ver- 
mont avenue and that 1,030 yards had been 
paid for. The Commissioners were all present. 
Two of them, Martin V. D. Star and Jobn 
Willig, stated that the {improvement was not 
in their district, and they bad left tne matter 
entireiy with Christian Zacher, the third Com- 
missioner. They pleaded guilty to negligence, 
nothing more. Zacher claimed at first that 
the roadbed was eleven yards wide, instead of 
ten as stipulated in the contract. Finding 
that this would not account for one-fourth of 
the discrepancy, Zacher threw all the blame 
upon Edwin Muehlhaussen, who was employed 
by the town to superintend the job. The lat- 
ter thought the contractors, John Landgraber 
and John Ganzer, were responsible. After 
wrangiing a while the board concluded 
that it had no authority to do 
anything in the premises and accordingly aud- 
ited the bills. People generally are higuly in- 
dignant over the matter and talk seriously of 
beginning legal proceedings against the Higb- 
way Commissioners. They say that although 
the amount invoived is small the disclosure 
shows that the town's affairs are very loosely 


managed. 
LAKE VIEW, 

The Board of Trustees held a regular meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon. A petition for the 
grading, curbing, and paving of Evanston ave- 
nue, from Belmont avenue to Addison street, 
was referred to Committee of the Whole. The 
petition from the Gross Park Club for more ad- 
equate fire protection was referred to Commit- 
tee of the Whole.

The engineer was instructed to 
prepare plans for the Robey street 
system of sewers. Rebates were de- 
clared on the followimg special aéssess- 
ments: Halsted street, 16 per cent; Dun- 
ning street sewer, 25 per cent; George street 
sewer, 15 per cent; Barry avenue sewer, 48 
per cent; Barry avenue water-service pipes, 
21 percent. Sewers were ordered for Lewis 
street, Wrightwood avenue, from Lewis to Ra- 
cine avenue, and from Orchard to Clark street. 
Ordinances were also passed for curbing and 
paving Lincoln avenue from Fullerton to 
Wrightwood avenue, and for water-service 
pipes and drain connections in Park avenue 
and Surf street.
